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INTRODUCTION 


The  purpose  of  this  pamphlet  is  to  make  clear  the  operation  of  the  system 
adopted  by  the  State  House  Commission  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  68,  P.  L.  1916,  known  as  the  "State  Purchasing  Act." 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Purchasing  Act  of  1916  and  continuing  until 
October  31st  of  this  year,  the  power  to  purchase  furniture,  equipment,  material, 
supplies,  printing  and  stationery,  needed  for  the  several  departments,  institutions 
and  other  subdivisions  of  the  government  has  been  vested  in  the  official,  head 
of  department,  commission,  committee,  board  of  managers  or  of  trustees  ap- 
pointed according  to  law  for  the  administration  of  their  several  divisions  of  the 
government.  No  form  of  consolidation  of  purchases  has  been  in  effect,  and 
now  in  New  Jersey,  with  one  piece  of  legislation  it  is  attempted  to  centralize  in 
a  single  authority  the  purchasing  of  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  supplies, 
printing  and  stationery  for  all  of  the  institutions,  departments  or  divisions  of 
the  government.  The  Act  indicates,  in  Section  3,  specifically  those  things  which 
do  not  come  within  the  purview  of  the  statute.     They  are : 

First,  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  building  or  additions  thereto  or  alteration 
or  repair  thereof,  as  distinguished  from  the  furnishing  or  equipment  or  maintenance 
thereof; 

Second,  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  road  or  bridge; 

Third,  the  performance  of  any  like  work. 

The  inference,  therefore,  is  that  everything  else  comprehended  within  the 
purchasing  power  of  any  official,  commission,  board  or  division  of  the  government 
is,  at  least  by  implication,  vested  in  the  State  House  Commission,  which  is  con- 
stituted, in  conjunction  with  the  Purchasing  Agent,  as  the  sole  purchasing  power 
for  the  state. 

This  makes  the  situation  difficult,  for  the  reason  that  many  questions  arise 
in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  divisions  of  the  government  which  were 
probably  not  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

The  consolidation  of  departments  which  has  been  effected  in  the  last  few 
years  has  produced  a  system  of  consolidated  appropriations,  comprehending 
within  them  features  that  are  and  are  not  within  the  purview  of  the  statute 
creating  a  central  purchasing  agency.  Likewise,  the  appropriations  made  for 
the  operation  or  maintenance  of  the  institutions  comprehend  within  them  fea- 
tures that  are  distinctly  declared  by  Section  3  of  the  act  to  be  without  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Purchasing  Board,  while  at  the  same  time  these  appropriations 
are  used  for  the  payment  of  those  things  which  by  Section  2  of  the  act  come 
within  the  purview  of  the  statute. 
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Many  of  the  state  institutions  are  credited  out  of  appropriation  by  allowances 
for  maintenance  of  inmates,  based  upon  the  number  of  inmates  at  an  estab- 
lished per  capita.  These  allowances  are  only  available  monthly,  and  can  only 
be  credited  to  the  drawing  account  of  these  institutions  as  they  become  due.  A 
number  of  departments  do  not  receive  appropriations  from  the  Legislature,  but 
are  allowed  to  expend  the  sums  collected  by  them  in  the  way  of  fines,  fees, 
penalties  or  receipts  for  privileges,  licenses  and  the  like,  that  come  within  their 
jurisdiction.  The  uncertainty  of  the  amount  of  these  earnings  on  the  one  hand 
and  of  the  fines,  penalties,  receipts  and  the  like  on  the  other,  makes  exceedingly 
difficult,  from  a  financial  standpoint,  any  plan  of  purchase. 

Another  feature  of  administration  quite  beyond  the  scope  of  a  purchasing 
commission  is  the  traveling  expenses  of  employees,  particularly  in  the  Depart- 
ments of  Labor,  Health,  Conservation  and  Development,  Agriculture  and  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  necessitated  by  the  statutes  regulating  these  departments. 
This  is  a  considerable  factor  of  cost  in  the  operation  of  these  departments. 

The  result  has  been  that  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  well-defined  plan  of  pur- 
chasing and  of  financing  purchases,  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  a  comprehensive 
study  of  the  needs  of  the"  departments  and  institutions  of  the  state,  and  the 
method  of  operating,  and  to  formulate  a  plan  elastic  enough  to  meet  all  of  those 
needs  and  to  be  facile  of  operation  without  running  counter  to  the  many  statutes 
regulating  the  financial  matters  of  the  state  and  the  disbursement  of  public  moneys. 

The  Appropriation  Act  has  been  analyzed,  and  those  appropriations  which 
come  exclusively  within  the  control  of  the  separate  divisions  of  the  government, 
and  are  therefore  not  available  for  purchases  made  by  this  Commission,  are 
given  in  detail.  The  appropriations  that  are  clearly  within  the  scope  of  the 
Purchasing  Act1  are  also  shown  in  detail,  while  those  appropriations  that  combine 
both  features  have  been  listed  and  will  be  made  the  subject  of  consideration 
between  the  divisions  of  the  government  to  which  they  are  credited  and  the  State 
House  Commission,  so  that  the  amount  available  for  either  purpose  may  be 
exactly  determined. 

The  purpose  of  this  pamphlet  is  to  set  forth  in  detail  the  plan  of  purchase 
by  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  the  financial  operations  connected  with  it,  de- 
cided upon  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  the  rules  and  regulations  for 
enforcing  both  plans  adopted  by  the  Commission,  with  instructions  to  depart- 
ments, officials  and  institutions  or  subdivisions  of  the  government  as  to  their 
duties  in  connection  with  the  same,  together  with  information  to  vendors  showing 
the  method  of  operation  and  the  requirements  they  shall  have  to  comply  with 
in  purchasing  transactions. 

The  Commission  has  been  much  gratified  by  the  willing  cooperation  of  the 
superintendents  and  wardens  of  the  institutions,  who  have  conferred  repeatedly 
and  at  much  inconvenience  to  themselves  in  establishing  standards  of  quality. 
These  meetings  have  been  held  frequently  since  the  creation  of  the  Purchasing 
Commission.  Many  standards  have  been  agreed  upon,  many  others  are  under 
consideration  by  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  representing  the  institutions 
and  the  Purchasing  Commission,  which  will  not  be  available  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  the  schedules  for  the  purchases  to  be  made  for  the  period  beginning 
November  i,  1916,  when  the  act  becomes  effective.  As  these  standards  are 
established  they  will  be  incorporated  in  subsequent  schedules. 
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The  periods  for  which  purchases  will  be  made,  as  established  by  the  Com- 
mission, are  two  in  number : 

First,  one  period  of  thirty  days,  from  November  1  to  November  30,  1916. 
Second,  one  period  of  three  months,  from  November  1  to  January  31,  1917. 

The  decision  to  limit  the  periods  as  indicated  was  made  by  the  Commission 
as  the  result  of  investigation  of  market  conditions  and  because  of  the  experience 
of  other  states.  The  disturbance  of  business  by  the  war  in  Europe  has  created 
a  situation  quite  unusual  in  the  markets  of  this  country.  Other  states  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  prices  at  which  many  articles  can  be' purchased  for  a  period  longer 
than  thirty  days.  There  are  a  number  of  articles  for  which  prices  may  be  ob- 
tained for-  a  period  of  three  months.  The  continuance  of  present  conditions 
seems  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  purchasing  but  few  of  the  articles  needed 
for  a  period  in  excess  of  three  months. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  Legislature  did  not  see  fit  to  make  a  larger  appro- 
priation suitable  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  many  objects  set  forth  in  the  act. 
The  Commission  has  been  hampered  by  lack  of  funds  with  which  to  secure  expert 
knowledge  regarding  standards  in  the  preparation  of  the  specifications  without 
entering  upon  the  possibilities  of  a  central  warehouse  system.  In  addition,  the 
incorporation  of  Section  19,  whereby  the  purchase  or  use  of  the  products  of 
the  labor  of  the  inmates  of  the  charitable,  reformatory  or  penal  institutions  of 
the  state  was  excluded  from  the  operation  of  the  act,  has  complicated  the  work 
of  the  Commission,  as  the  sale  and  use  of  the  products  of  inmate  labor  enter 
largely  into  the  economical  operation  of  many  of  the  institutions.  The  solution 
of  this  problem  is  now  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Commission,  with  the  hope 
that  it  will  be  achieved  before  the  adoption  of  schedules  for  the  next  period  of 
purchase. 

Time  and  experience  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  the  divisions  of  the 
government  will  determine  the  value  of  this  legislation,  but  the  system  cannot 
be  made  perfect  unless  the  Legislature  shall  provide  a  capital  fund  out  of  which 
it  will  be  possible  to  make  payment  for  opportune  or  seasonal  purchases.  The 
establishment  of  such  a  fund  will  likewise  make  more  easy  of  solution  difficulties 
in  the  wray  of  financing  the  plan  of  purchase,  and  will  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
those  institutions  whose  funds  are  available  periodically,  without  removing  the 
per  capita  limitation  of  their  administration.  The  creation  of  a  "Purchase"  fund 
at  the  disposal  of  the  "Purchasing  Commission"  which  could  be  recouped  as  the 
earnings  of  the  institutions  become  available,  is  the  best  and  soundest  plan, 
financially,  of  making  a  central  purchase  plan  a  successful  one.

TO  THE  GOVERNOR,  STATE  TREASURER,  AND  STATE  COMPTROL- 
LER, CONSTITUTING  THE  STATE  HOUSE  COMMISSION,  OPER- 
ATING UNDER  CHAPTER  68,  P.  L.  1916. 

Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  your  Commission  and  in  compliance  with  the 
act  of  the  Legislature  in  providing,  by  Chapter  68,  P.  L.  19 16,  that  your  Com- 
mission act  as  a  Purchasing  Commission,  I  am  presenting  herewith  a  method  by 
which  the  plan  of  purchase  prepared  by  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  and  sub- 
mitted herewith,  may  be  adjusted  to  the  financial  methods  and  limitations  of  the 
State. 

Before  presenting  this  plan  it  is  necessary  that  some  explanation  be  made  re- 
garding the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  financing  any  plan  of  purchase.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  Act  does  not  set  up  the  necessary  machinery  for  its  own  financ- 
ing, thereby  making  more  difficult  of  operation  any  plan  of  purchase  established 
in  accordance  with  its  provisions.  These  difficulties  have  been  increased  by  other 
legislation  enacted  at  the  same  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  difficulties  in  the 
act  itself  are  that  while  it  sets  forth  specifically  those  things  which  the  Purchas- 
ing Commission  and  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  cannot  do,  it  does  not  clearly 
vest  jurisdiction  in  the  Commission  over  many  things  that  should  be  done. 

In  the  administration  of  the  state  government  there  are  many  problems  inci- 
dent to  the  operation  of  the  act  that  are  not  clearly  stated  as  within  its  provisions. 
I  refer  particularly  to  those  things  that  may  be  classified  under  the  heading, 
"Service."  Telephone,  telegrams,  freight,  express  and  mileage  are  either  a  "com- 
munication" or  a  "transportation  service."  They  are  not  exactly  a  supply.  How- 
ever, as  the  act  definitely  describes  those  things  which  are  outside  of  its  pale,  it 
must  be  assumed  that  all  other  things  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Purchasing 
Commission  unless  it  seems  to  the  Commission  to  be  better  business  to  continue 
their  administration  under  the  direction  of  the  several  divisions  of  the  government. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  State  House  Commission  and  the  State  Purchasing 
Agent,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
all  of  the  laws  of  the  state  applicable  to  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Act.  This  restricts  the  Commission  and  prevents  its  adop- 
tion of  a  plan  of  purchase  best  suited  to  the  unusual  conditions  existing  in  busi- 
ness at  the  present  time  in  this  country,  due  to  the  war  in  Europe.  The  con- 
stantly changing  prices  of  commodities  of  every  description  and  of  manufactured 
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articles  makes  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  proposals  whereby  a  price  may 
be  established  for  a  definite  period  in  excess  of  three  months.  In  some  cases 
prices  cannot  be  obtained  for  a  period  extending  beyond  thirty  days. 

The  Requisition  Act  of  1914  was  essentially  a  purchasing  act.  It  did  not  con- 
fine the  powers  of  purchasing  to  a  single  agency,  but  it  was  made  so  adaptable 
to  the  needs  of  all  of  the  departments  and  institutions  of  the  state  that  it  was 
workable.  While  it  kept  the  disbursements  within  the  appropriation  limits,  it 
provided  an  easy  means  of  incurring  obligations  legally  by  the  several  divisions 
of  the  government,  at  the  same  time  allowing  them  to  retain  within  their  control 
the  right  of  purchase  for  their  own  division  of  the  government. 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  just  closed  legislation  was  enacted  to 
immediately  restrict  the  operation  of  this  act  by  relieving  the  Comptroller  of  any 
supervision  over  requisitions  except  as  to  whether  the  amount  of  the  requisition 
was  within  the  appropriation  or  allowances  for  each  department,  institution,  com- 
mission, committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  by  whom  the  requisition 
was  made ;  also  to  prohibit  the  Comptroller  from  having  regard  to  the  purpose 
for  which  the  requisition  was  made,  or  the  cost,  price,  character  or  manner  of 
purchase  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  requisition.  In  addition,  the  legislation 
provided  that  no  requisition  should  be  required  for  any  salary  or  compensation 
that  had  been  previously  fixed  and  ascertained  by  law  and  which  was  covered  by 
any  annual  or  supplemental  appropriation.  The  act  was  passed  and  is  known 
as  Chapter  3,  P.  L.  1916,  but  its  operation  was  postponed  until  November  1st, 
1916,  by  Chapter  283,  P.  L.  1916. 

The  act  creating  the  office  of  Comptroller  imposes  upon  him  the  discretion  of 
making  payment  or  rejecting  any  account  submitted  to  him,  for  good  and  valid 
reasons.  The  basis  for  the  rejection  of  a  claim  may  be  the  fact  that  the  purpose 
of  expense  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the  appropriation,  or  that  the  method  of 
purchase  is  a  violation  of  an  existing  criminal  statute,  yet,  by  Chapter  283,  P.  L. 
1916,  the  Comptroller  will  be  compelled  to  countersign  a  requisition,  if  there  are 
sufficient  funds,  when  he  may  know  that  when  the  bill  is  presented  he  will  have 
to  reject  it  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  a  proper  charge  against  the  appropriation, 
or  has  been  illegally  incurred. 

To  establish  a  proper  purchasing  system  your  Commission  and  the  State  Pur- 
chasing Agent  must  have  both  cash  and  credit.  The  Legislature  appropriated  for 
the  operation  of  the  Purchasing  Act  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars.  At  the 
same  time  it  provided  that  the  salary  of  the  Purchasing  Agent  should  be  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  per  annum,  the  result  being  that  the  sum  of  about  Two  Thou- 
sand Dollars  was  made  available,  over  and  above  the  salary  of  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  for  the  creation  of  a  purchasing  system,  which  is  an  amount  insufficient 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  proper  assistants.  This  situation  was  met  by 
consolidating  the  Bureau  of  Audit  and  Requisition  of  the  Department  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  with  the  Purchasing  Department  by  an  agreement 
between  the  State  House  Commission  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  49,  P.  L.  1916. 

No  warehouses  can  be  leased  or  contracted  until  appropriation  is  made  therefor 
by  the  Legislature. 
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Your  Commission  is  authorized  to  use  existing  state  laboratories  in  determin- 
ing" proper  standards,  but  is  required  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  work  performed  by 
these  laboratories. 

Furthermore,  the  act  in  addition  to  the  section  already  referred  to,  which  sub- 
jects all  disbursements  to  the  provisions  of  all  the  laws  of  the  state  applicable 
to  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys  not  inconsistent  therewith,  declares  that  it 
shall  not  be  construed  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  any  provisions  of  any  law  of 
the  state  relating  to  the  purchase  or  use  of  the  products  of  the  labor  of  the  in- 
mates of  any  charitable,  reformatory  or  penal  institution  of  the  state.  It  is  true 
that  it  also  provides  for  the  making  of  agreements  for  purchases  in  the  form  of 
contracts  for  the  furnishing  of  specific  articles  at  fixed  prices  or  for  the  furnish- 
ing of  articles  according  to  the  specifications  at  a  fixed  rate,  with  provision  for  a 
minimum  amount  subject  to  increase  at  the  same  rate,  or  for  the  furnishing  of 
articles  according  to  specifications  without  a  stated  minimum  or  maximum,  at  a 
rate  stated,  commonly  known  as  price  agreements ;  but  these  agreements  cannot 
be  made  until  the  futility  of  advertising  has  been  demonstrated  or  at  least  only 
after  action  by  the  State  House  Commission,  (Chapter  170,  P.  L.  191 5.  Chapter 
68,  P.  L.  1916,  Section  13). 

A  survey  of  the  situation  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  and  myself  made  it  clear 
to  us  that  in  any  plan  for  purchasing  that  was  submitted  to  your  Commission  for 
adoption  it  was  incumbent  to  provide : 

First,  that  as  many  articles,  the  need  of  which  could  be  anticipated,  must  be 
included  in  the  schedules  submitted  to  your  Commission  by  the  Purchasing  Agent 
for  adoption; 

Second,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  establish  as  many  standards 
as  it  possibly  could  for  the  first  schedule ; 

Third,  that  the  purchases  in  the  open  market  could  not  be  made  until  after  it 
was  demonstrated  that  contracts  could  not  be  entered  into,  due  to  the  non-re- 
ceipt of  proposals  from  dealers. 

It  is  my  judgment  that  the  procedure  heretofore  practised  of  obtaining  the  per- 
mission of  the  State  House  Commission,  as  provided  in  Chapter  170,  P.  L.  1915, 
would  be  required  in  order  that  the  Purchasing  Agent  might  buy  in  the  open 
market,  and  in  that  event  he  could  only  enter  into  contracts  or  agreements  for 
purchases  at  a  fixed  price,  where  the  total  amount  involved  exceeds  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  and  it  was  possible  to  establish  the  price  to 
be  paid. 

Fourth,  since,  in  my  judgment,  Chapter  283  of  the  Laws  of  19 16  makes  it 
impossible  to  continue  the  credits  given  the  earning  institutions  in  excess  of 
monthly  allowances,  that  such  institutions  would  be  restricted  to  a  system  of 
monthly  purchases  until  the  Legislature  provided  a  working  capital  fund.  If 
the  Legislature  had  appropriated  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  Purchasing 
Agent  to  make  use  of  for  seasonal  purchases,  or  with  which  he  might  take  ad- 
vantage of  market  conditions  and  by  purchasing  at  low  prices  at  opportune 
periods  store  goods  in  warehouses  for  the  use  of  the  institutions  or  departments 
of  the  state,  recouping  this  fund  by  apportioning  the  cost  of  these  articles  when 
these  divisions  of  the  government  were  in  funds,  the  problem  would  be  easy  of 
solution. 
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However,  it  is  our  duty  as  officials  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  legislation  as 
far  as  possible  with  the  means  at  hand. 

The  Purchasing  Agent  is  submitting  a  report  outlining  the  plan  of  purchases 
to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  together  with  tentative  rules  and  regu- 
lations whereby  the  departments  and  institutions  may  be  required  to  cooperate 
in  the  working  out  of  the  system  formulated  by  him,  and  at  my  suggestion  he 
has  incorporated  therein,  as  a  part  of  such  rules  and  regulations,  the  financial 
features  of  the  plan  as  outlined  by  me. 

The  practice  has  been  for  the  Legislature  to  make  many  appropriations  for 
departments  and  institutions  in  such  manner  that  within  the  one  appropriation 
were  comprehended,  in  the  case  of  departments,  the  salaries  and  wages  of  em- 
ployees, as  well  as  operating  expenses.  The  latter  would  include  many  things, 
such  as  supplies,  materials,  equipment,  printing  and  stationery;  also,  traveling 
expenses  of  the  employees,  freight,  expressage,  overdue  postage,  telegrams,  tele- 
phone tolls,  etc.  In  the  case  of  institutions,  maintenance  appropriations  have  in- 
cluded within  them  in  many  cases  provision  for  the  salaries  and  wages  of  em- 
ployees, the  making  of  repairs,  and  the  purchase  of  necessary  equipment,  sup- 
plies, furniture,  printing  and  stationery,  etc. 

The  plan  of  financing  the  purchasing  system  contemplates  the  establishment 
of  a  requisition  reserve  in  which  will  be  credited  to  the  Purchasing  Commission 
and  made  available  for  disbursement  under  its  direction : 

First,  all  the  appropriations  separately  made  for  furniture,  equipment, 
materials,  supplies,  printing  and  stationery ; 

Second,  the  amount  included  in  consolidated  appropriations  which  will 
be  determined  by  the  divisions  of  the  government  to  be  available  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Purchasing  Act. 

In  the  first  case  these  amounts  are  easily  determined,  as  they  are  made  speci- 
fically in  the  Appropriation  Act. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  the  amount  that  will  be  available  under  the  second  class 
for  the  purchase  of  those  things  within  the  purview  of  the  Purchasing  Act  which 
are  included  in  consolidated  appropriations  involving  salaries  and  wages,  travel- 
ing expenses,  repairs  of  such  a  character  that  they  require  the  preparation  of 
specifications  and  the  execution  of  contracts  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor, 
and  the  purchase  of  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  supplies,  printing  and  sta- 
tionery, budget  estimate  forms  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded  to  depart- 
ments, institutions  and  divisions  of  the  government  having  appropriations  in- 
volving the  features  referred  to.  A  copy  of  the  form  of  budget  estimate  and 
also  of  the  letter  of  instructions  to  the  divisions  of  the  government  is  submitted 
herewith.

Chapter  68,  P.  L.  1916,  provides  for  the  purchase  after  November  1,  1916,  by  this 
Commission  and  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  of  all  furniture,  equipment,  materials, 
supplies,  printing  and  stationery  needed  for  use  by  the  various  subdivisions  of  the 
government. 

An  examination  of  the  appropriations  available  after  November  1st,  1916,  shows 
that  appropriations  of  your  division  of  the  government  have  been  so  made  that  this 
Commission  cannot  determine  the  limitation  of  expenditure  possible  under  the  operation 
of  Chapter  68.     Enclosed  you  will  find  a  copy  of  the  appropriations  referred  to. 

In  a  few  days  a  budget  estimate  plan  will  be  forwarded  to  you  so  that  you  may 
indicate  thereon  the  following: 

1.  The  amount  needed  for  the  year  beginning  November  1,  1916,  and  ending  Oc- 
tober 31,  1917,  for  salaries  and  wages  in  your  division  of  the  government. 

2.  The  amount  needed  during  the  same  period  for  traveling  expenses. 

3.  The  amount  needed  for  repairs  and  replacements. 

4.  The  amount  available  for  the  purchase  of  the  articles  designated  in  the  Pur- 
chasing Act. 

This  statement  must  be  filed  by  the  proper  approving  officers  of  your  division  of 
the  government,  and  when  filed  will  establish  the  limitation  for  the  divisions  of  expenses 
so  budgeted. 

This  notice  is  given  to  you  so  that  you  may  prepare  these  budget,  estimates  and 
indicate  them  on  the  form  when  it  is  sent  to  you.  In  this  way,  the  State  House 
Commission  can  come  into  possession  of  this  information,  which  is  absolutely  needed 
for  the  operation  of  the  act  under  which  the  Commission  is  directed  to  make  pur- 
chases of  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  supplies  and  printing  and  stationery  for 
all  the  departments  and  institutions  of  the  State.

It  is  absolutely  essential  that  these  budget  estimates  be  established,  otherwise 
it  will  be  impossible  for  the  Purchasing  Commission  or  the  State  Purchasing 
Agent  to  prepare  schedules  based  upon  detailed  applications  from  those  depart- 
ments and  institutions  with  any  knowledge  of  the  total  amount  available  for  the 
payment  of  the  same. 

The  budget  estimates  of  the  sub-divisions  for  salaries  and  wages,  for  repairs 
and  for  traveling  expenses  should  be  definitely  ascertained  and  limited  to  the 
requisition  covering  the  same,  unless  changed  with  the  consent  of  your  Com- 
mission. 

It  is  manifest  that  if  these  departments  or  institutions  have  separate  appro- 
priations for  furniture,  or  for  equipment,  or  for  material  outside  of  the  main- 
tenance appropriation  they  will  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  Purchasing  Agent 
and  the  benefit  of  the  departments  and  institutions.

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The  191 7  Appropriation  Act  contains  an  appropriation  made  to  the  Manual 
Training  and  Industrial  School  for  Colored  Youth,  which  is  difficult  of  construc- 
tion, in  the  light  of  the  Purchasing  Act,  which  declares  that  nothing  contained 
therein  shall  apply  to  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  building,  or  addition 
thereto,  or  alteration  or  repair  thereof,  as  distinguished  from  the  furnishing  or 
equipment  or  maintenance  thereof,  nor  to  the  performance  of  any  like  work. 
This  appropriation  reads:  "For  materials  for  permanent  improvements,  work 
to  be  done  by  the  students  as  part  of  their  industrial  training."  The  amount  in- 
volved in  this  case  is  only  One  Thousand  Dollars,  but  an  appropriation  so  worded 
might  prevent  your  Commission  from  purchasing  the  materials  comprehended 
within  its  scope,  and  therefore  I  advise  that  the  matter  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature,  so  that  it  may  hereafter  definitely  state  its  policy. 

When  the  detailed  applications  required  by  Section  12  of  the  Purchasing  Act 
have  been  filed  with  the  Purchasing  Agent,  and  the  schedules  prepared  by  him 
and  submitted  to  your  Commission  for  consideration,  the  Commission  is  required 
to  immediately  requisition  the  State  Comptroller  for  the  amount  of  money  esti- 
mated to  be  necessary  to  defray  the  cost  thereof,  indicating  the  appropriation 
against  which  the  proposed  purchases  will  be  charged. 

It  was  undoubtedly  the  intention  of  the  authors  of  the  Purchasing  Act  to  re- 
quire all  departments  and  institutions  to  comprehend  within  the  detailed  sche- 
dules required  by  Section  12  everything  needed  for  their  use  during  the  contrac- 
tual period  fixed  by  your  Commission. 

This  department,  in  the  operation  of  the  Requisition  Act,  required  and  urged 
departments  and  institutions  to  budget  out  their  appropriations  and  make  proper 
requisitions  therefor,  as  otherwise  it  seemed  impossible  for  these  departments  and 
institutions  to  comprehend  at  any  one  time  everything  needed  by  them  during 
any  period.  As  the  divisions  of  the  government  gradually  formed  the  habit  of 
budgeting  their  expenses  during  the  operation  of  the  Requisition  Act,  they  found 
it  possible  to  anticipate  every  expenditure,  even  emergencies,  but  they  were  never 
required  to  make  estimates  and  file  requisitions  before  they  received  bids.  It 
does  not  seem  possible  that  your  Commission  will  be  able  to  comply  with  this 
provision  in  the  statute  at  the  time  the  schedules  are  before  you  for  considera- 
tion and  at  the  time  of  their  adoption.  You  will  be  entirely  without  information 
as  to  the  actual  market  cost  of  the  articles  listed  thereon.  I  have  therefore  pre- 
pared a  form  of  requisition  estimate  to  be  filed  by  your  Commission  m  compli- 
ance with  this  section  of  the  statute.

The  existing  statutes  provide  that  any  department  or  institution  of  the 
state  receiving  from  the  state  for  its  maintenance  an  annual  appropriation  of 
state  funds  may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  current  expenses  of  main- 
tenance, requiring  a  prompt  cash  outlay,  establish  a  petty  cash  expense  fund. 
This  fund  has  been  used  in  the  past  for  the  purchase  of  small  articles  required 
for  maintenance  and  for  wages  for  discharged  employees.  The  labor  problem 
in  the  institutions  has  been  a  serious  one.  In  one  institution  quite  recently 
the  amount  involved  in  payments  to  discharged  employees  in  one  month  aggre- 
gated upwards  of  $1900.00.  At  the  same  time  there  have  been  abuses  in  the  use 
of  this  fund,  and  some  institutions  have  made  disbursements  for  items  that 
were  not  properly  chargeable  to  the  Petty  Cash  Account. 

I  have  gone  over  this  situation  very  carefully,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  this 
fund  should  be  divided  into  two  parts.  The  institutions  should  be  allowed  a 
petty  cash  fund  for  discharged  employees,  which  should  be  included  in  the 
estimates  made  by  them  and  heretofore  referred  to  as  the  budget  estimate  for 
salaries  and  wages.  This  should  be  made  directly  to  these  institutions  for  use 
for  this  purpose. 

In  order  to  establish  a  petty  cash  fund  for  the  purpose  of  making  pur- 
chases requiring  immediate  cash  payment, — the  other  use  of  this  fund,  I  will 
fix  the  amount  in  the  case  of  each  institution  according  to  its  needs  for  both 
purposes.,  within  the  limitations  of  the  statute.  The  amount  so  fixed  will  be 
divided  as  outlined,  and  charged  to  its  appropriate  division  in  the  Budget  Es- 
timate; in  the  first  instance  being  charged  to  the  Budget  Estimate  amount  for 
"Salaries  and  Wages,"  and  in  the  second  to  the  Budget  Estimate  amount 
for  "Supplies." 

I  am  quite  satisfied  that  no  institution  in  the  state  needs  for  maintenance 
purposes  solely  a  petty  cash  fund  exceeding  $250.00.  The  largest  institution  in 
the  sate, — the  State  Hospital  at  Morris  Plains,  very  rarely  needs  cash  in  excess 
of  that  amount,  although  it  uses  the  largest  sum  of  petty  cash  for  payments 
to  discharged  employees.  Institutions  will,  therefore,  requisition  for  petty 
cash  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $250,  in  addition  to  the  amount  needed  for  payments 
to  discharged  employees.

The  check  for  petty  cash  disbursements  on  account  of  maintenance  shall  be  sent 
to  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  Trenton,  N.  J. 

After  the  schedules  prepared  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  have  been  adver- 
tised and  contracts  entered  into,  it  appears  to  be  the  intent  of  the  Purchasing 
Act  that  the  requisitions  shall  be  made  upon  the  Purchasing  Agent.  As  it 
ii  expected  that  by  November  ist  he  will  have  filed  requisitions  covering  the 
total  amount  of  contracts,  thereby  setting  up  a  contract  reserve,  it  will  be  un- 
necessary for  him  to  make  further  requisition  on  this  department  for  con- 
tracts until  he  has  exhausted  the  amount  of  the  contract  reserve  during  the 
first  contractual  period,  except  for  non-contract  purchases  which  will  be 
charged  against  the  amount  that  is  set  aside  in  the  requisition  reserve,  covering 
both  the  contract  reserve  and  the  balance  of  the  amounts  available  for  purchase 
by  your  Commission.  The  purchasing  will  then  be  entirely  confined  within  the 
purchasing  department. 

As  the  Requisition  Act  had  developed  the  necessity  for  a  pre-audit  of  transT 
actions,  and  as  that  would  naturally  come  within  the  scope  of  the  purchasing  de- 
partment, this  work  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Bureaus  of  Audit  and  Requisi- 
tion of  the  department  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury.  Invoices  of  ship- 
ments to  divisions  of  the  government  are  forwarded  to  those  Bureaus  on  re- 
ceipt of  purchases.  By  the  consolidation  of  these  bureaus  with  the  Purchasing 
Department,  already  referred  to.  the  possible  duplication  of  work  will  be 
prevented. 

The  details  of  this  consolidation  will  be  worked  out  in  a  comprehensive 
manner  with  your  Commission,  involving,  as  it  does,  transfer  of  employees 
and  of  balances  in  appropriation. 

The  purchasing  plan,  after  the  purchases  have  been  made,  has  been  so 
co-ordinated  to  the  plan  previously  in  effect  by  the  operation  of  the  Requisition 
Act,  as  to  involve  as  little  disturbance  of  conditions  between  financial  officers 
and  institutions  and  departments  as  it  was  possible  to  make. 

There  are  two  other  financial  features  difficult  of  solution  in  connection 
with  the  purchasing  plan.  Both  of  them  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  follow- 
ing institutions  are  supported  by  earnings  which  are  available  monthly : 

State  Hospital.  Trenton, 

State  Hospital,  Morris  Plains, 

Home  for  Girls, 

Reformatorv  for  Women, 
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State  Institution  for  Feeble-Minded, 

State  Board  of  Colonies  for  Feeble-Minded  Males. 

The  statutes  governing  the  administration  of  these  institutions  provide 
that  they  shall  be  made  allowances  at  specified  rates  by  reason  of  various 
classifications  of  inmates,  based  upon  the  period  of  inmacy,  or  for  inmates  at 
per  capita  rates.  It  is  further  provided  by  statute  that  these  allowances  shall 
be  available  monthly.  Chapters  3  and  283  of  the  Laws  of  1916  prohibit  the 
Comptroller  from  approving  requisitions  in  excess  of  the  available  cash  bal- 
ances to  the  credit  of  institutions  and  departments.  Unless  these  institutions 
begin  the  year  with  a  cash  balance  their  margin  of  credit  is  small  until  suffi- 
cient time  has  elapsed  after  November  1st  of  each  year  to  permit  them  to  ac- 
cumulate their  allowances. 

The  Purchasing  Agent  cannot,  therefore,  include  in  these  schedules  the 
estimated  amount  of  articles  needed  by  these  institutions,  except  with  the 
provision  that  payments  therefor  can  only  be  made  monthly.  Until  legisla- 
tive action  relieving  this  condition  can  be  had,  it  has  seemed  to  be  best  to  base 
their  transactions  upon  the  prices  obtained  by  competitive  bidding,  based  on 
estimates  for  similar  institutions.  Likewise,  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, the  Boarding  Schools  at  Trenton  and  Montclair,  and  those  appro- 
priations ot  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  which  are  based  on  receipts, 
cannot  be  anticipated,  and  their  transactions  will  be  handled  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  those  of  the  earning  institutions,  credit  being  given  only  when  cash  is 
available. 

After  the  purchases  are  made  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  and  orders  are 
issued  for  delivery  of  goods  or  supplies  to  any  of  these  institutions  or  depart- 
ments, the  transactions  cannot  be  advanced  to  payment  in  the  same  manner 
that  the  transactions  made  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  in  connection  with  in- 
stitutions or  departments  whose  appropriations  are  immediately  available,  as 
unless  there  is  a  cash  balance  to  their  credit  the  bills  cannot  be  paid.  The  ac- 
counts will  have  to  be  held,  therefore,  until  the  money  is  in  hand  and  the 
transactions  closed,  as  at  present,  on  schedules.  Payment  can  be  made 
monthly  as  the  allowances  to  which  the  Institutions  are  entitled  by  the  earn- 
ing feature  of  their  administration  become  operative.  In  the  case  of  receipts, 
the  situation  is  similar,  credit  being  given  monthly  as  receipts  are  deposited  in 
the  State  Treasury  in  accordance  with  the  statute. 

The  solution  of  the  difficulties  created  by  these  features  of  administra- 
tion can  be  made  easy,  as  already  indicated,  by  the  creation  of  a  Purchasing 
Fund  out  of  which  purchases  may  be  made  for  cash, — the  fund  being  recouped 
on  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  of  the  purchases — immediately,  where  balances 
are  available,  and  monthly  as  the  earning  or  receipt  divisions  of  the  government 
come  into  funds. 

The  appropriation  of  this  Fund  is  essential  to  make  the  Plan  of  Purchase 
and  its  financing  successful  and  workable  in  all  its  features.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  Legislature  to  make  it  in  the  interest  of  the  State.

Gentlemen  : 

A  survey  of  the  state  institutions  and  a  study  of  the  systems  of  purchase  in 
force  in  other  states  have  convinced  me  that  the  plan  which  has  been  formulated 
and  which  I  am  herewith  presenting  to  your  Commission  as  the  method  of  pur- 
chasing, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  68,  P.  L.  19 16,  is  the  most 
effective  and  practical  one  that  can  be  adopted  by  your  Commission  while  the 
present  conditions  obtain. 

The  lack  of  warehouse  facilities  at  the  command  of  your  Commission  and  the 
Purchasing  Agent,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  did  not  provide  an  appro1 
priation  for  this  purpose,  together  with  the  restricted  storage  accommodations, 
refrigerator  capacity,  and  refrigerating  conditions  now  existing  in  the  institu- 
tions and  departments,  prevents  the  presentation  of  a  plan  whereby  the  trans- 
actions involved  by  the  establishment  of  a  purchasing  system  might  be 
amplified  with  more  economical  and  advantageous  results  than  in  the  one 
proposed. 

The  additional  difficulty  with  which  your  Commission  and  the  Purchasing 
Agent  are  confronted,  through  lack  of  appropriation  for  making  purchases  for 
cash,  prevents  the  adoption  of  any  system  other  than  the  one  herewith  presented. 
In  addition,  the  Comptroller  will  indicate  to  you  the  financial  difficulties  met  in 
arranging  for  the  financing  of  any  purchasing  system  that  might  be  established. 

I  am  also  presenting,  in  another  communication,  tentative  rules  and  regu- 
lations necessary  or  proper  for  the  execution  of  the  objects  of  the  Act  and  of 
the  plan  of  purchase  formulated  for  adoption  by  your  Commission.

WHEREAS,  The  State  Purchasing  Agent  has  advised  thig  Commission  of  certain 
articles  which  cannot  be  purchased  as  the  result  of  advertising,  due  to  the  fact  that 
no  bids  have  been  received  therefor,  or  because  those  submitted  were  rejected,  as  they 
were  not  in  the  interests  of  the  State,  and

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  reserves  the  right  to  order  a  greater 
quantity  of  any  of  the  supplies  named  in  the  said  offer  or  proposal  than  is  stated 
therein,  and  it  is  distinctly  agreed  between  the  said  parties  that  the  price  quoted  in 
the  offer  or  proposal  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  regarded  as  a  standard 
of  prices,  and  the  total  sum  mentioned  herein  as  the  consideration  of  this  contract  shall 
not  be  regarded  as  limiting  the  right  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  order  a 
greater  quantity  of  any  of  the  supplies  named  in  said  offer  or  proposal  than  is  stated 
therein,  or  as  in  any  way  fixing  the  amount  or  quantity  or  value  of  supplies  named 
in  said  offer  or  proposal  which  the  party  of  the  first  part  is  required  to  furnish  under 
the  terms  of  this  agreement.

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Upon  the  award  of  contracts  or  the  making  of  price  agreements,  bulletins 
will  be  issued  to  all  using  agencies  by  me,  showing  in  detail : 

(a)  The  articles,  by  items,  to  be  purchased  by  contract,  prices,  etc. 

(b)  The  articles,  by  items,  to  be  purchased  in  the  open  market,  prices,  etc. 

(c)  The  articles,  by  items,  to  be  purchased  by  price  agreements,  prices, 
etc. 

These  bulletins  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  award  of  con- 
tracts, giving  both  articles  and  prices  for  which  contracts  have  been  made  by 
me. 
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Other  bulletins  will  be  issued  from  time  to  time,  as  other  methods  of  purchas- 
ing are  established;  that  is  to  say,  as  open  market  contracts  are  made  or  price 
agreements  entered  into,  bulletins  will  be  issued  giving  the  same  information  as 
that  comprehended  in  the  contract  bulletins,  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  statute  that  the  detailed  applications  shall  comprehend 
everything  needed  by  using  agencies  for  the  period  indicated  by  your  Commission. 

The  filing  of  the  detailed  application  does  not  terminate  the  work  of  the  using 
agency  in  connection  with  the  Purchasing  Agent.  It  is  merely  the  filing  of  in- 
formation upon  which  schedules  may  be  prepared,  proposals  invited,  and  con- 
tracts awarded. 

Using  agencies  will  make  requisition  upon  the  Purchasing  Agent,  in  so  far 
as  they  can,  thirty  days  prior  to  the  beginning  of  each  period  for  which  detailed 
applications  have  been  submitted,  showing  their  actual  needs  for  the  first  month 
of  the  period,  if  the  period  exceeds  one  month ;  or  for  thirty  days  if  the  period 
is  limited  to  that  time.  That  is  to  say,  in  the  event  that  an  award  of  contract  is 
made  for  any  item  appearing  on  the  detailed  applications  and  the  award  covers 
the  period  beginning  November  i,  1916,  and  ending  November  30,  1916,  or  for 
the  period  beginning  November  1,  1916,  and  ending  January  31,  1917,  using 
agencies  will  file  requisitions  not  later  than  October  1st  for  all  their  needs  dur- 
ing the  month  beginning  November  1st  and  ending  November  30,  1916.  These 
requisitions  will  comprehend  not  only  the  articles  for  which  the  using  agencies 
have  filed  detailed  applications  and  which  have  become  the  subject  of  contracts, 
open  market  or  price  agreements,  but  everything  that  they  need  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  act,  even  though  omitted  from  the  detailed  application. 

It  may  happen  that  articles  not  listed  in  the  detailed  applications  made  by  one 
using  agency  may  appear  on  the  detailed  applications  filed  by  another  using 
agency  and  have  become  the  subject  matter  of  contracts.  A  using  agency  finding 
itself  in  need  of  any  of  said  articles  may  requisition  for  the  same  in  the  usual 
manner.  This  requisition  will  be  filed  on  a  contract  form  if  the  article  has 
been  listed  and  made  a  contract  item.  In  this  way  every  using  agency  will 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  prices  established  by  competition  of  all  articles  listed 
in  the  schedules. 

The  requisition  forms  to  be  used  by  the  using-  agencies  will  be  divided  into 
different  classifications. 

One  form  of  requisition  will  be  known  as  an  "Agreement  or  Contract  Form," 
and  when  used  will  only  comprehend  contract  items.  The  second  form  will  be 
for  articles  that  have  become  the  subject  matter  of  open  market  purchase  or  non- 
contract  items.     The  third  form  will  be  for  "Nearby  Purchases." 

(The  following  are  the  forms) 

1.  Agreement  or  Contract  Form. 

2.  Open  Market  Purchase  or  Non-Contract  Form. 

3.  "Nearby  Purchase"  Form. 

4.  Emergency  Requisitions. 

The  last  named  form  has  been  provided  to  meet  situations  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to. 
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Upon  the  receipt  of  quotations  the  Purchasing  Agent  will  place  the  order  on 
the  basis  of  the  most  favorable  quotation,  filing  the  other  quotations  with  the 
requisition,  so  that  the  whole  transaction  may  be  apparent  at  first  sight.

From  the  preceding,  every  possible  situation  with  regard  to  purchasing  has 
been  indicated  but  one. 

Section  13  of  the  act  provides  that  "the  Commission  shall  have  power,  by 
written  order,  to  permit  purchases  to  be  made  by  any  using  agency  directly  and 
not  through  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  State  House  Commission  that  by  reason  of  the  excess  of  transporta- 
tion cost  a  lower  price  with  equal  quality  can  be  obtained  by  the  using  agency; 
or  as  in  the  case  of  fresh  vegetables,  fish,  eggs,  and  the  like  perishable  articles, 
where  the  using  agencies  are  widely  scattered  and  there  are  nearby  local  mar- 
kets; or  for  any  reason  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  House  Commission  war- 
ranting such  exception." 

This  department  is  in  possession  of  data  prepared  by  the  several  using  agen- 
cies indicating  those  transactions  comprehended  within  this  section  and  which 
may  be  characterized  as  "nearby  purchases." 

In  order  that  the  system  of  purchasing  may  be  uniform,  I  recommend  that  the 
method  of  purchases  in  these  cases  be  as  follows : 

The  using  agencies  shall  make  requisition  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore 
indicated,  for  nearby  purchases.  This  requisition  will  contain  all  the  information 
upon  which  the  using  agency  may  base  a  statement  satisfactory  to  the  Commis- 
sion to  permit  the  purchases  to  be  made  by  the  using  agency  directly. 

This  requisition,  unlike  any  of  the  others,  will  indicate  the  money  limitation 
within  which  these  purchases  may  be  made.  Upon  the  receipt  of  this  requisition 
and  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  an  order  will  be  issued  by  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  to  be  placed  by  the  using  agency  with  the  vendors  or  dealers  from  whom 
the  goods  indicated  in  the  requisition  may  be  purchased,  within  the  established 
money  limitation. 

As  purchases  are  made  their  volume  and  cost  will  be  reported  to  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent  on  a  form  hereinafter  provided. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  using  agencies  to  indicate  prior  to  November  1st  to  the 
Commission  the  articles  which  come  within  the  scope  of  this  section,  together 
with  a  statement  showing  why  the  purchases  should  be  made  nearby,  as  provided 
by  the  section,  whereupon  a  written  order  will  be  issued  by  the  Commission  to 
the  Purchasing  Agent,  establishing  these  purchases  to  be  within  the  requirements 
of  this  provision  of  the  Act,  and  he  will  be  bound  to  issue  the  orders  as  indicated 
upon  the  filing  of  requisition.

Payments. 

Upon  the  delivery  of  goods  and  the  receipt  of  the  invoices,  one  of  the  invoices 
will  be  checked  by  the  receiving  officer,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  department,  certified 
by  the  requisition  officer;  in  the  case  of  an  institution  one  invoice  checked  by 
the  storekeeper  will  be  certified  by  the  Superintendent  or  warden,  and  forwarded 
to  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  for  preaudit. 

Of  the  other  invoices,  one  will  be  approved  in  the  same  manner  in  which  bills 
are  now  approved  by  the  head  of  a  department  or  the  approving  officers  of  a  com- 
mission, committee,  etc.,  and  forwarded  to  the  Purchasing  Agent  to  be  certified 
by  him  with  the  duplicate  copy  of  the  requisition  of  the  using  agency  attached, 
to  the  Comptoller  of  the  Treasury  for  payment. 

In  the  case  of  an  institution,  the  approved  invoice  will  be  listed  on  a  schedule 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  payments  are  now  made,  and  schedules  will  be  for- 
warded approved  by  the  proper  officers  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  done  with 
the  statements  of  account  of  the  institutions  of  the  state. 

In  the  case  of  departments  whose  appropriations  are  immediately  available  for 
disbursement,  if  the  transaction  is  complete,  the  approving  officer  may  immedi- 
ately forward  the  approved  invoice  to  the  Purchasing  Agent,  together  with  the 
duplicate  invoice.  The  duplicate  invoice  will  be  retained  by  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  and  the  approved  invoice,  with  the  duplicate  copy  of  the  requisition  of 
the  using  agency  attached,  will  be  certified  by  him  to  the  State  Comptroller  for 
payment..  In  this  way  each  transaction  will  be  identified  and  properly  charged 
to  the  appropriation  from  which  payment  should  be  made. 

Discounts. 

Transactions  involving  discount  features,  will  receive  special  attention  if  for- 
warded to  the  Purchasing  Agent,  properly  approved  in  the  same  manner  as  here- 
tofore by  the  proper  officers  of  the  using  agency,  in  an  envelope  marked  "Immedi- 
ate Audit  and  Payment.  Discount."  The  Purchasing  Agent  will  indicate  to  the 
Comptroller  the  account  number  and  requisition  number  against  which  each  of 
the  transactions  is  to  be  charged.  This  can  be  best  done  by  attaching  to  each 
approved  statement  of  account  the  duplicate  requisitions  of  the  using  agencies 
covering  the  transaction.  In  the  event  that  they  have  been  used,  the  account 
and  requisition  numbers  must  be  indicated. 

Standards. 

The  Advisory  Board,  which  consists  of  a  representative  of  each  of  the 
using  agencies,  shall,  in  conjunction  with  this  Commission  and  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent  establish  standards  of  quality  for  purchase  of  articles  to  be  listed 
on  the  schedules.  This  has  been  done  in  a  number  of  cases,  and  the  list  of 
standards  will  be  presented  hereafter. 

Samples  will  be  required  wherever  possible,  and  will  be  submitted  to 
the  laboratories  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Department  of  Conser- 
vation and  Development. 

The  various  using  agencies  have  filed  with  this  department  the  mailing 
lists  used  by  those  agencies.  These  lists  have  been  consolidated,  and  I  sug- 
gest that  they  be  made  the  official  mailing  list  of  your  Commission. 

The  failure  on  the  part  of  any  contractor  to  make  deliveries  as  required 
by  the  terms  of  his  contract,  or  the  delivery  by  a  contractor  of  articles  inferior 
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to  the  quality  required  by  the  contract,  or  as  established  by  the  standards, 
should  be  sufficient  reason  for  your  Commission  to  reject  proposals  fvom  a 
contractor. 

Rejection  of  Goods. 

The  using  agencies  should  be  permitted  the  exercise  of  the  same  discre- 
tion they  have  had  in  the  past  in  the  matter  of  rejecting  goods,  but  the  con- 
tractor or  vendor  should  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  thereon  before  your  Com- 
mission. 

The  foregoing  covers  the  plan  of  purchase.  It  is  possible  that  the  conditions 
existing  at  the  present  time  in  the  markets  of  this  country  will  necessitate  changes 
in  methods,  all  of  which  will  be  submitted  to  your  Commission. 

A  close  study  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  government  and  of  the 
Requisition  System  in  force  since  1914  has  shown  me  that  there  is  a  situation, 
particularly  in  the  institutions,  which  must  be  dealt  with  in  an  unusual  manner, 
not  contemplated  in  any  plan  of  purchase.  I  refer  to  contingencies  that  may 
arise  that  may  be  more  properly  classified  as  "emergencies."  It  frequently 
happens  in  institutional  management  that  parts  of  machinery  will  give  way,  or 
parts  of  equipment  will  have  to  be  hastily  replaced  at  times  when  it  is  not 
possible  to  purchase  the  same  in  the  ordinary  way.  The  institutions,  in  their 
farm  operations,  use  in  many  cases  machinery  of  special  makes  and  patterns. 
It  is  not  possible  to  replace  parts  of  this  machinery  through  competition.  These 
parts  must  be  purchased  from  the  makers  of  the  machinery  in  use,  or  from 
their  agents. 

In  the  same  manner  emergencies  arise  through  the  deaths  of  inmates  or 
the  outbreak  of  contagious  diseases. 

The  operation  of  the  Requisition  Act  developed  a  system  whereby  reserva- 
tion of  appropriation  was  made  to  cover  all  these  situations ;  that  is  to  say,  each 
institution  carried  requisitions  covering  these  emergencies,  so  that  in  the  event 
that  there  was  need  of  immediate  repairs  to  machinery  or  equipment,  or  of  the 
contingency,  a  requisition,  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller,  was  on  file.  In 
employment  of  additional  physicians,  purchase  of  medical  supplies,  or  any  other 
this  way  the  need  was  always  anticipated. 

I  am  taking  up  this  situation  with  each  of  the  institutions,  and  am  ar- 
ranging a  form  of  requisition  with  an  emergency  order  attached  thereto,  which 
will  be  lodged  with  each  of  the  institutions,  so  that  if  the  need  develops  it 
may  be  used. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  act  consolidating  the  purchasing  in  this  department 
will  be  amended  by  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  so  that  the  State  House 
Commission  and  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  may  designate  an  officer  in  each  of 
the  institutions  or  departments  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  receipt  of  the  ar- 
ticles purchased  under  this  act,  and  their  acceptance.  This  officer  should  be  the 
superintendent  or  warden,  in  the  case  of  an  institution,  and  an  employee  of  or 
the  head  of  a  department.  When  the  invoices  are  checked  and  certified  by  these 
officers  they  should  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Purchasing  Agent.  The 
latter  could  then  approve  them,  presenting  them  to  the  State  Comptroller  for 
immediate  payment. 
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This  can  easily  be  done  in  the  case  of  the  departments  and  institutions  whose 
funds  are  immediately  available  for  disbursement. 

In  the  case  of  those  institutions  or  departments  whose  funds  are  available 
monthly  in  the  way  of  earnings,  receipts,  etc.,  it  will  be  impossible  to  make  im- 
mediate payment  without  the  establishment  of  the  capital  fund  which  is  referred 
to  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

The  situation  that  will  exist  from  November  1st  will  be  that  the  approving 
officers  of  departments  and  institutions  will  be  required  to  approve  of  the  pay- 
ment of  bills  covering  transactions  entered  into  by  the  State  House  Commission. 
This  is  objectionable,  and  creates  a  situation  that  may  become  embarrassing  to 
one  or  the  other  division  of  the  government. 

The  Act  is  defective  in  Section  Twelve  (12),  in  the  following:  "The  bills  for 
such  purposes  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  among  the 
requisitioning  agencies  in  proportion  to  the  purchases  made  therefor,  and  certify 
the  same  so  apportioned  to  the  State  Comptroller  to  be  charged  against  the  appro- 
priation or  appropriations  indicated  by  the  certificate  of  the  State  Purchasing 
Agent  and  the  accompanying  requisitions."  If,  instead  of  the  word  "and"  be- 
tween the  words  "therefor"  and  "certify,"  the  words  "who  shall"  were  inserted, 
as  was  evidently  the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  these  bills  could  all  be  paid  by 
the  action  of  the  State  House  Commission  and  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  or 
upon  the  certification  of  the  latter. 

The  legislation  covering  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  state  is  so  strin- 
gent that  it  is  impossible  to  arrange  any  other  method  of  payment  than  that  indi- 
cated without  creating  a  situation  that  might  embarrass  the  State  Comptroller 
or  State  Treasurer  and  their  bondsmen. 

I  recommend  to  the  careful  attention  of  your  Commission  the  necessity  for 
entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  Prison  Labor  Commission,  whereby  the  labor 
and  products  of  all  the  inmates  under  their  direction  in  the  operation  of  the  State 
Use  System  may  be  utilized  in  such  a  manner  as  to  produce  more  economical  re- 
sults than  are  at  present  obtained.  This  I  regard  as  a  special  matter,  meriting 
singular  attention  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  for  your  Commission  to  consider  it. 

I  hope  to  present  a  plan  to  your  Commission  whereby  the  labor  of  the  in- 
mates of  the  charitable  institutions  and  the  products  of  the  same  may  be  utilized 
for  the  benefit  of  the  other  institutions  in  which  it  is  possible  to  use  this  labor. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  organized  effort  whereby  the  products  of 
any  using  agency  may  be  developed  with  the  object  of  their  sale  or  disposal  in 
a  market  created  among  other  agencies  which  cannot  by  reason  of  soil  or  other 
conditions  produce  the  same  results.  I  am  convinced  that  much  can  be  done  on 
this  line  so  that  one  using  agency  can  produce  at  a  profit  and  the  others  consume 
economically  many  features  of  maintenance.  This  will,  if  organized  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  institutions  result  in  a  great  saving  to  the  State. 

It  is  a  matter,  however,  which  must  await  the  development  of  the  plan  of 
purchase.

Agent  under  the  provisions  of  said  Act." 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  draft  of  tentative  rules,  etc.,  for  the  consideration 

of  your  Commission.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  OPERATION 
OF  CHAPTER  68,  P.  L.  1916. 

The  Governor,  the  State  Treasurer  and  the  State  Comptroller  ex  officio,  con- 
stituting the  State  House  Commission,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  Fourteen  (14)  of  said  act,  hereby  make  the  following  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  declare  them  necessary  and  proper  for  the  execution  of  the  object  of 
thi.-.  act  and  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the  duties  of  the  Purchasing  Agent 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(A)  Plan  of  Purchase. 

The  plan  of  purchase  submitted  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  is  hereby  adopted  by 
the  Commission  and  becomes  the  plan  of  purchase  for  the  State  in  the  operation 
of  Chapter  68,  P.  L.  1916. 

Wherever,  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Commission,  there 
appears  any  change  in  the  manner  or  method  of  purchase,  the  rule  shall  govern 
and  be  the  regulation  of  the  Commission  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  were  in- 
cluded in  the  original  plan  of  purchase. 

(B)  Limitation  of  Scope. 

This  Commission  is  prohibited  by  Section  Three  (3)  from  participating  in  the 
following : 

1.  Erection  or  construction  of  buildings,  addition  thereto  or  alteration  or  re- 
pair thereof. 

2.  Construction  or  repair  of  roads  or  bridges. 

3.  Performance  of  any  like  work  in  either  of  the  above  subdivisions. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misconception  regarding  the  limitation  of  the 
powers  of  the  Commission  provided  for  in  the  last  subdivision,  it  is  defined  herein. 
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Section  Two  (2)  of  Chapter  68  includes  within  the  scope  of  the  Commission 
both  "materials"  and  "supplies."  The  construction  placed  on  the  limitation  of  this 
Commission  is  that  it  is  prohibited  from  erecting  or  constructing  buildings,  addi- 
tions thereto,  or  alteration  or  repair  thereof,  which  in  the  ordinary  transaction 
of  state  business  become  the  subject  matter  of  contracts  requiring  the  approval 
of  the  Governor.  This  distinction  is  made  for  the  reason  that  it  is  the  practice 
in  many  of  the  institutions  and  departments  that  are  empowered  to  erect  or  con- 
struct buildings,  make  additions  thereto,  alterations  or  repair  thereof,  to  pur- 
chase materials  for  the  ordinary  repair  or  replacement  and  include  the  cost  of 
the  same  in  charges  against  the  maintenance  accounts  of  said  departments  and  in- 
stitutions. The  labor  necessary  to  repair  and  replacement  being  performed  by 
employees  or  inmates,  materials  necessary  for  such  repairs  or  replacements  that 
are  ordinarily  comprehended  within  the  maintenance  of  departments  and  institu- 
tions will  be  purchased  by  authority  of  this  Commission.  Contra,  repairs  or  al- 
terations or  additions  involving  the  performance  of  the  same  by  outside  vendors, 
contractors,  or  by  labor  other  than  employees  or  inmates,  which  become  the 
subject  matter  of  contracts  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  will  not  be  within 
the  scope  of  this  Commission. 

(C)  Using  Agencies  and  Advisory  Board. 

As  Section  One  (1)  of  the  Act  designates  the  several  divisions  of  the  govern- 
ment as  using  agencies,  and  as  Section  Eleven  (11)  creates  an  Advisory  Board, 
each  using  agency  shall  designate  one  of  its  officers  or  one  member  of  its  board 
or  governing  body  as  its  representative  upon  the  Advisory  Board,  by  proper 
certification  over  the  signature  of  the  officers  of  said  using  agency.  This  notifica- 
tion, to  be  effective,  shall  be  filed  in  duplicate  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Commis- 
sion, at  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  and  with  the  State  Purchas- 
ing Agent. 

(D)  Laboratories. 

The  existing  state  laboratories  are  hereby  designated  as  the  physical  and  chemi- 
cal laboratories  for  the  execution  of  such  functions  as  may  hereafter  be  required 
by  this  Commission,  as  provided  in  Section  7  of  the  act.     They  are  as  follows : 

1.  Board  of  Health. 

2.  Testing  Laboratory  of  Department  of  Conservation  and  Development. 

(E)  Date  for  Filing  Estimates  and  Periods. 

As  provided  for  in  Section  Twelve  (12)  of  the  Act,  each  using  agency  shall, 
not  later  than  August  10th,  file  with  the  Purchasing  Agent  a  detailed  statement 
showing  the  furniture,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  necessary  for  their  re- 
spective uses  for  two  periods : 

1.  November  1,  1916,  to  November  30,  1916,  inclusive. 

2.  November  1,  1916,  to  February  1,  19 17. 

Periods :  New  periods  will  be  established  by  the  Commission  from  time  to 
time.  Notice  will  be  given  using  agencies  for  the  preparation  and  filing  of  de- 
tailed applications. 

Forms  for  these  detailed  statements  will  be  furnished  to  each  using  agency. 
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Note— As  the  state  printing  contract  will  be  in  effect  until  November  1st. 
when  by  the  operation  of  Chapter  68  it  will  be  taken  over  by  this  Commission, 
departments  will  not  include  in  their  estimate  blanks  and  stationery  or  printing 
supplies  comprehended  within  that  contract  for  which  reservations  have  already 
been  made.  Printing  supplies,  blanks  and  stationery  needed  by  the  institutions, 
which  cannot  be  supplied  by  the  Prison  Labor  Commission,  will  be  furnished  by 
this  Commission  at  the  prices  set  forth  in  the  printing  contract  until  the  end  of 
its  operation  from  November  I.  1916.  or  in  arcordance  with  the  printing  law 
applicable  thereto. 

Note — State  Use  Articles. 

Detailed  statements  made  by  using  agencies,  when  filed  with  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  will  include  furniture,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  manufactured 
by  state  use  institutions. 

(F)   Purchasing  Agent. 

1.  The  Purchasing  Agent,  upon  the  receipt  of  detailed  applications  showing  the 
furniture,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  necessary  for  the  needs  of  the  using 
agencies,  will  prepare  schedules  thereof  and  submit  such  schedules  to  the  State 
House  Commission  for  its  consideration. 

2.  He  shall  meet  with  the  Advisory  Board,  as  the  representative  of  this  Com- 
mission, in  the  determination  of  standards,  making  exemptions,  quality  and  prices 
of  supplies.  He  shall  prepare  schedules  of  supplies,  together  with  forms  of 
proposals,  etc.,  by  trade  classifications;  also  forms  of  advertisement  for  submis- 
sion to  this  Commission.  The  standards  agreed  upon  by  the  Purchasing  Agent 
and  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Commission  for  approval.  In 
the  event  that  there  be  no  agreement  regarding  standards,  or  any  of  them,  be- 
tween the  Purchasing  Agent  and  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board,  each  shall 
submit  standards  to  this  Commission  for  action.  Upon  the  adoption  by  this 
Commission  of  schedules,  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  make  requisition  upon  the 
State  Comptroller  for  the  amount  of  money  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  defray 
the  cost  thereof,  indicating  the  appropriations  against  which  the  proposed  pur- 
chases will  be  charged.  In  the  case  of  those  institutions  whose  appropriations 
are  available  monthly,  he  shall  arrange  with  the  State  Comptroller  for  the  de- 
termination of  the  limitation  of  their  credit,  and  shall  arrange  the  schedules,  or 
parts  thereof,  in  such  manner  that  the  requisitions  submitted  by  him  shall  be 
acceptable  to  the  State  Comptroller. 

The  Purchasing  Agent  is  hereby  designated  by  this  Commission  as  the  Requisi- 
tion Officer  for  this  Commission,  and  for  all  the  using  agencies  for  all  purchases 
within  the  scope  of  this  act. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  schedules  and  the  determination  of  standards  which  shall 
be  incorporated  therein,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  advertise  for  proposals  in  the 
manner  best  calculated  to  attract  competition  and  advantageous  prices,  prescribe 
the  conditions  for  delivery,  and  like  details. 

The  proposals  will  be  received  upon  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  this  Commission,  and 
the  contracts  awarded  by  this  Commission.  The  Purchasing  Agent  shall  execute 
all  contracts  and  make  all  purchases  upon  such  schedules,  within  the  requisition 
limitations. 
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Upon  the  delivery  of  purchases,  vendors  will  accompany  the  same,  in  the  case 
of  institutions,  by  invoices  in  quadruplicate,  and  in  the  case  of  departments,  by 
invoices  in  triplicate.  One  of  these  invoices  must  be  checked  with  the  shipment 
by  the  receiving  officer  of  the  institution,  then  certified  by  the  warden  or  super- 
intendent or  other  officer  empowered  to  so  certify  and  forwarded  to  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent. 

The  Purchasing  Agent  on  receipt  of  the  invoice  will  have  it  preaudited  against 
the  order  and  requisition,  so  that  the  approved  invoice  may  be  attached  to  the 
duplicate  requisition  and  be  forwarded  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  to  the  Comp- 
troller for  payment. 

Failure  to  forward  invoices  as  prescribed  herein  will  make  it  incumbent  upon 
the  receiving  officer  to  reject  deliveries. 

Purchases  will  be  made  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  in  three  ways : 

(a)  By  contract  as  the  result  of  the  receipt  of  proposals  and  the  award 
of  the  same  by  this  Commission. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  no  proposals  are  received,  or  proposals  are  in  ex- 
cess of  the  market  prices  of  any  of  the  articles  bid  upon,  this  Commission 
will  secure  permission  from  the  State  House  Commission,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  170,  P.  L.  1915,  to  purchase  the  same  in 
the  open  market.  Thereupon  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  will  obtain  quo- 
tations, solicit  proposals  in  the  open  market,  make  contracts,  agreements, 
price  agreements  or  purchase  in  the  open  market  to  the  best  advantage 
in  the  interest  of  the  State  and  its  Using  Agencies.  These  quotations  shall 
be  obtained  as  outlined  in  the  plan  of  purchase,  contracts  and  price  agree- 
ments shall  be  made  in  the  manner  shown  in  the  plan  of  purchase.  Pur- 
chases made  in  the  open  market  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  instance,  if  pos- 
sible, the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  except  for  the  purchase  of  those 
things  for  which  a  contract  cannot  be  made,  or  where  it  is  apparent  the 
interest  of  the  state  will  not  be  conserved  thereby.  It  is  the  intent  of  the 
commission  that  purchases  exceeding  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  shall  be  made 
the  subject  of  contracts,  whenever  possible. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  purchases  for  the  institutions  such  as  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables,  etc.,  officers  of  using  agencies  will  indicate  the  volume  and 
current  prices  nearby  to  the  Purchasing  Agent,  who  will  issue  an  order 
for  the  purchase  of  the  same,  based  upon  requisition  making  reservation 
of  appropriation  therefor. 

3.  No  order  will  be  issued  or  contract  executed  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  ex- 
cept upon  requisition  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury.  No 
contract  will  be  effective  unless  approved  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

General  Rules  Covering  Using  Agencies. 

1.  Requisition  officers  will  indicate  on  forms  to  be  furnished  and  make  detailed 
applications  of.  the  needs  of  their  divisions  of  the  government  at  the  times  and 
for  the  periods  specified  by  this  Commission.

2.  Requisitions.  As  soon  as  using  agencies  are  advised  that  contracts  have  been 
entered  into  for  any  period  established  by  this  Commission,  it  will  be  the  duty  of 
the  using  agencies  to  make  requisition  in  duplicate,  on  the  forms  established  in  the 
plan  of  purchase,  for  those  articles  and  for  the  quantity  needed  by  each  of 
them  during  the  whole  period  if  possible.  If  a  using  agency  cannot  determine 
the  quantity  for  the  whole  period,  it  shall  so  requisition  that  deliveries  can  be 
arranged  for  the  whole  of  the  month  succeeding  the  making  of  the  requisition. 
If  the  articles  needed  are  not  included  in  the  list  of  contract  items  or  "nearby" 
purchases,  the  requisition  shall  be  filed  sufficiently  in  advance  of  the  date  set 
for  delivery  to  give  the  Purchasing  Agent  an  opportunity  for  obtaining  quotations. 

3.  Deliveries.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  using  agency  to  file  with  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent  a  list  of  employees  authorized  to  receipt  for  deliveries.  In  the  case 
of  institutions  the  authority  to  receive  articles  shall  be  vested  in  the  storekeeper, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  Warden,  Commandant,  Fiscal 
Agent  or  Business  Agent  of  the  Institution.  This  authority  shall  be  confined  to 
the  Storekeeper  and  his  superior  officer  except  in  their  absence,  when  the 
employee  designated  to  act  in  their  place  or  for  either  of  them  shall  have 
authority  to  receive  deliveries  and  record  receipt  of  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  departments  or  divisions  of  the  government  other  than  institu- 
tions, one  employee  shall  be  designated  as  a  receiver  for  all  shipments,  who 
shall  record  the  receipt  of  the  same  and  check  deliveries  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  head  of  his  division  of  the  government,  except  only  in  the  event 
of  his  absence,  when  another  employee  designated  by  the  head  of  that  division  of 
the  government  may  perform  his  duties  as  receiver. 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  establish,  in  so  far  as  possible,  a  uniform 
supervision  over  the  receipt  of  goods  by  a  regular  employee. 

Immediately,  upon  the  receipt  of  a  shipment  or  delivery  of  any  articles,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  receiving  officer  to  check  the  invoices  against  the  copy 
of  the  order  forwarded  to  the  using  agency  by  the  Puchasing  Agent,  and  trans- 
mit one  invoice  to  the  Purchasing  Agent  so  that  he  may  be  immediately  ac- 
quainted with  the  condition  of  the  delivery. 

If  the  delivery  is  defective,  report  should  be  made  to  the  Purchasing  Agent 
on  the  form  provided  in  the  plan  of  puchase.  If  the  delivery  is  rejected,  the 
method  outlined  in  the  plan  of  purchase  for  giving  notice  to  the  vendor  and 
to  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  be  followed. 

4.  Payments.  The  original  invoice  shall  be  approved,  in  the  case  of  depart- 
ments, by  the  head  of  the  department,  and  forwarded  to  the  Purchasing  Agent 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt  of  the  goods,  so  that  payments  may  be 
facilitated.  In  the  case  of  institutions  the  original  invoices  will  be  held  by  the 
proper  officers,  and  listed  on  the  schedules  which  shall  be  approved  by  the 
proper  officers  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore. 

Purchases  involving  discount  features  should  receive  immediate  attention,  and 
the  invoices  should  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  approving  officers,  to  be  by  them 
transmitted  to  the  Purchasing  Agent  upon  approval,  so  that  advantage  may 
be  taken  of  the  discount  features.  The  method  of  handling  these  transactions 
involving  discount  features  heretofore  in  effect  will  be  followed,  so  that  ad- 
vantage of  the  same  may  be  procured. 
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5.  Petty  Cash.  Institutions  will  make  requisition  on  the  forms  provided  for 
petty  cash.  These  forms  will  indicate  the  amount  of  petty  cash  that  it  is 
estimated  by  the  using  agency  will  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  wages  to 
discharged  employees.  In  addition,  the  amount  will  be  established  which  the 
using  agency  estimates  will  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  current 
expenses  of  maintenance  requiring  a  prompt  cash  outlay.  This  last  sum  shall 
not  be  disbursed  by  the  t  using  agency  for  freight  or  express  charges  which  by 
the  conditions  of  the  order  should  have  been  prepaid,  unless  the  need  of  the 
goods  is  so  urgent  and  their  character  so  perishable  that  there  is  no  time  to 
require  the  shipper  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  order  by  making 
payment  of  the  express  or  freight  charges. 

The  amount  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  wages  to  discharged  employees 
will  be  forwarded  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  to  the  using  agency. 
The  amount  set  aside  for  the  purchase  of  those  things  of  maintenance  requiring 
immediate  cash  outlay  will  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  Purchasing  Agent, 
and  by  him  remitted  to  the  using  agency. 

6.  Nearby  Purchases.  When  a  using  agency  receives  an  order  for  "nearby" 
purchases  from  the  Purchasing  Agent,  upon  the  placing  of  the  same  it  will 
be  the  duty  of  the  using  agency  to  supply  the  vendors  with  invoices  so  that  upon 
receipt  of  the  goods  the  copies  of  the  invoices  may  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  the  Purchasing  Agent  and  the  transaction  be  completed  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  purchases. 

7.  Acceptance  or  Rejection  of  Goods.  As  the  cooperation  of  the  using  agencies  is 
required  by  the  statute  and  has  been  solicited  by  the  State  House  Commission, 
and  as  the  standards  established  by  the  using  agencies  have  been  accepted  by 
this  Commission,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  each  using  agency  to  see  that  the  goods 
delivered  by  the  vendors  are  equal  in  quality  to  the  standards  established,  and 
on  the  basis  of  which  the  purchases  are  made.  To  this  end,  where  samples  are 
required,  each  using  agency  will  see  to  it  that  samples  are  on  file  at  the  using 
agency  before  deliveries  are  made. 

This  Commission  will  be  compelled  to  depend  largely  upon  each  using  agency 
to  make  the  vendors  supply  goods  equal  to  the  established  standards,  and  samples. 

8.  Contract  Prices.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Board,  either  in 
whole  or  through  a  Committee,  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  at  the  time  of 
the  receipt  of  proposals  for  any  period,  and  to  indicate  to  the  Commission  before 
the  award  of  contract  for  any  item  whether  or  not  the  price  upon  which  the 
award  is  based  is  such  that  it  will  be  or  will  not  be  acceptable  to  the  using 
agency.  The  reason  for  this  regulation  is  that  the  present  market  conditions  are 
such  as  to  make  it  a  serious  problem  to  finance  the  institutions  who  live  by  per 
capita,  and  may  require,  in  many  cases,  the  use  of  substitutes,  by  reason  of  the 
high  prices  of  the  original  articles. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  using  agency  at  all  times  to  promptly  communi- 
cate with  the  Purchasing  Agent  or  this  Commission  concerning  any  matters  of 
interest  to  the  using  agency  in  connection  with  purchases,  or  anything  that  may 
be  of  assistance  to  this  Commission  and  the  Purchasing  Agent. 

10.  Thse  rules  are  subject  to  revision  and  amendment  by  the  Commission  as- 
occasion  may  arise,  and  notice  of  change  will  be  given  to  all  using  agencies.

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  prepare  a  form  of  requisition 
covering  the  doing  of  any  work  or  labor,  or  the  furnishing  of  any  goods, 
chattels,  supplies  or  material  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  use  in  every  depart- 
ment, institution,  commission,  committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State 
government,  which  said  form  of  requisition,  when  so  prepared  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  the  only  form  which  shall  be  used  for  the  ordering  of  any  work  or 
labor,  or  the  furnishing  of  any  goods,  chattels,  supplies  or  .materials  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  for  the  use  of  said  department,  institution,  commission, 
committee,  official  board  or  body  of  the  State.  There  shall  be  indicated  in 
said  form  of  requisition  the  purpose  of  expense,  the  limitation  of  expense  and 
a  blank  space  for  the  signature  of  the  officer  authorized  by  law  to  incur  any 
obligation  or  expense  on  the  part  of  said  department,  institution,  commission, 
committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  government,  and  provision 
shall  be  made  in  said  form  for  the  counter  signature  of  the  Comptroller  or  an 
assistant  specially  designated  by  him.  A  notice  shall  also  be  printed  on  said 
form  of  requisition  that  the  same  shall  be  invalid  unless  countersigned  by  said 
Comptroller  or  the  assistant  designated  by  him.

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  department,  commission,  com- 
mittee, official,  board  or  body  of  any  institution  or  organization  of  this  State 
to  designate  the  proper  officer  who  shall  sign  all  requisitions  pursuant  to  the 
act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement  and  to  this  act,  and  such  designation 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  to  prepare  the 
form  upon  which  shall  be  rendered  all  statements  of  indebtedness  against  any 
department,  institution,  commission,- committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the 
State  government,  which  form  of  indebtedness  when  so  prepared  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  the  only  form  which  shall  be  used  for  the  evidence  of  and  record  of 
such  indebtedness  of  such  department,  institution,  commission,  committee, 
official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  government.  A  notice  shall  also  be  printed 
on  said  statements  of  indebtedness  that  the  same  shall  be  invalid  unless 
accompanied  by  the  requisition  by  which  said  indebtedness  was  incurred  as 
hereinbefore  provided  in  this  act.  Said  statements  of  indebtedness  shall  be 
approved  in  the  manner  now  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supple- 
ment by  the  department,  institution,  commission,  committee,  official,  board  or 
body  of  the  State  government  which  has  incurred  the  indebtedness  set  forth 
therein.  The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  the  power  to  indicate 
to  every  department,  institution,  commission,  committee,  official,  board  or 
body  of  the  State  government,  the  manner  and  method  in  which  any  and  every 
form  of  indebtedness,  including  salaries  of  officers  and  employees,  when 
approved  as  provided  by  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  presented  to  his  depart- 
ment for  audit,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine,  audit,  adjust  and  settle  all 
accounts  so  presented  and  certify  the  amounts  adjusted  or  allowed  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  for  receipt  and  payment,  and  they  shall  be  paid  on 
warrant  of  the  Comptroller  when  so  examined,  audited,  adjusted  and  settled. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in  addition  to 
the  records  now  required  by  law  or  in  the  interests  of  the  State,  to  provide 
such  additional  records  as  will  easily  indicate  the  expenditures  authorized  and 
anticipated  by  the  issuance  of  any  requisition  as  provided  by  this  act.  and  to 
adjust  the  same  in  such  manner  as  the  interests  of  the  State  may  demand  and 
in  no  event  shall  said  Comptroller,  either  by  himself  or  the  assistant  desig- 
nated by  him,  approve  any  requisition  issued  by  any  department,  institution, 
commission,  committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  for  any  sum  in 
excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  such  department,  institution,  com- 
mission, committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  government  in  an> 
fiscal  year;  provided,  however,  in  the  case  of  any  department,  institution,  com- 
mission, committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  government  which  is 
now  or  hereafter  may  be  in  receipt  of  earnings,  fines,  fees,  et  cetera,  or  moneys 
from  sources  other  than  appropriations  and  which,  by  the  operation  of  any 
law,  are  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  same  for  the  purposes  and  expenses  of  said 
department,  institution,  commission,  committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the 
State  government,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  State  Comptroller  to  approve  of 
requisitions  in  the  manner  heretofore  provided,  up  to  the  amount  of  said  earn- 
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ings,  fines,  fees,  et  cetera,  on  deposit  in  the  State  Treasury,  or  as  shown  to 
his  satisfaction  by  the  records  of  said  department,  institution,  commission, 
committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  government,  up  to  and  includ- 
ing October  thirty-first  of  each  year.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  State  Comp- 
troller during  the  last  month  of  the  fiscal  year  to  retain  in  his  possession,  out 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  but  unexpended,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  all  bills 
for  which  requisitions  have  been  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  during  the  said  fiscal  year,  but  which  remain  unpaid. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Comptroller,  all  bills  which  have  been  duly  certified  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act. 

6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  3,  P.  L.  1916. 

A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  receipt  and 
disbursements  of  State  moneys  in  certain  cases,"  approved  October 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Every  requisition  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall 
immediately  upon  its  receipt  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
be  endorsed  or  stamped  with  the  date  of  its  receipt  and  shall  be  allowed  or 
rejected  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  within  the  next  business  day 
after  being  so  received,  he  having  regard  only  to  the  question  of  whether  or 
not  the  amount  of  such  requisition  is  within  the  appropriation  or  allowances 
for  each  department,  institution,  commission,  committee,  official,  board  or 
body  of  the  State,  respectively,  by  whom  such  requisition  is  made,  and  not  to 
the  purpose  for  which  such  requisition  shall  be  made  or  the  cost,  price,  char- 
acter or  manner  of  purchase  of  articles  therein  mentioned. 

2.  No  requisition  shall  be  required  for  any  salary  or  compensation  that  has 
been  previously  fixed  and  ascertained  by  law  and  is  covered  by  any  annual 
or  supplemental  appropriation. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  February  14,  1916. 
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CHAPTER  283,  P.  L.  1916. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An 
Act  to  regulate  receipts  and  disbursements  of  State  moneys  in  certain 
cases,'  approved  October  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,"  which 
further  supplement  was  approved  February  fourteenth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen.

CHAPTER  219.  P.  L.  1914. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  punishment  of  crimes" 
(Revision  of  1898),  approved  June  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  thirty-one  (31)  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

31.  Any  person  or  persons,  board  or  body  charged  with  or  having  the 
control  of  any  State  office,  department  or  institution,  any  board  of  chosen 
freeholders,  or  any  township  committee,  or  any  board  of  aldermen,  or  common 
councilmen,  or  any  board  of  education,  or  any  board  of  commissioners  of  any 
county,  township,  city,  town  or  borough  in  this  State,  or  any  committee  of 
any  such  board,  committee  or  commission,  which,  or  any  member  thereof 
who  shall  disburse,  order  or  vote  for  the  disbursement  of  public  moneys,  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation  respectively  to  any  such  board  or  committee ;  or 
which  board  or  committee,  or  any  member  thereof,  who  shall  incur  obliga- 
tions in  excess  of  the  appropriation  and  limit  of  expenditure  provided  by  law 
for  the  purposes  respectively  of  any  such  board  or  committee,  thus  disburs- 
ing, ordering  or  voting  for  the  disbursement  and  expenditure  of  public  moneys, 
or  thus  incurring  obligations  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated,  and  limit 
of  expenditure  as  now  or  hereafter  appropriated,  and  limited  by  law.  shall  be 
jointly  or  severally  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  provided,  nothing  herein  shall 
prevent  any  board  of  education  from  keeping  open  the  public  schools. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  170,  P.  L.  1915. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  for  the 
punishment  of  crimes  (Revision  of  1898),'  "  '  approved  June  fourteenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  which  supplement  was 
approved  October  twenty-eighth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven, 
and  which  amendment  was  approved  March  twenty—fifth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight,''  approved  April  first,  One  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirteen. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

1.  Save  when  otherwise  ordered,  in  writing,  by  the  State  House  Com- 
mission, no  contract  or  agreement  for  the  construction  of  any  building  or 
buildings,  for  the  making  of  any  alterations,  extensions  or  repairs  thereto,  for 
the  doing  of  any  work  or  labor,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  any  goods,  chattels, 
supplies  or  materials  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  the  cost  or  contract  price 
whereof  is  to  be  paid  with  State  funds,  and  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  shall  be  awarded,  made  or  entered  into  by  the  board  of 
managers  or  board  of  trustees  of  any  State  institution,  or  by  any  State  depart- 
ment or  commission,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  acting  for  or 
on  behalf  of  the  State,  without  first  having  publicly  advertised  for  bids  upon 
the  same,  according  to  the  specifications  to  be  furnished  to,  or  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  prospective  bidders,  by  the  board  of  managers  or  board  of  trustees  of 
any  State  institution,  or  by  the  State  department  or  commission,  or  by  the 
person  or  persons  acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  State,  authorized  to  procure 
the  same,  which  advertisement  shall  be  inserted  in  three  or  more  newspapers 
once  each  week  for  at  least  three  weeks,  successively  next  before  the  time 
fixed  for  receiving  bids,  two  of  which  newspapers  shall  be  printed  and  pub- 
lished in  the  county  wherein  such  building  or  buildings  are  to  be  built,  such 
alterations,  extensions  or  repairs  made,  such  work  or  labor  done,  or  such 
goods,  chattels,  supplies  or  materials  furnished,  and  one  of  which  news- 
papers shall  be  printed  and  published  in  the  city  of  Trenton,  in  this  State, 
and  which  advertisement  shall  designate  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
sealed  proposals,  which  shall  be  required  to  be  accompanied  in  each  case 
with  cash  or  a  certified  check  for  at  least  five  per  centum  of  the  amount  of 
the  bid,  will  be  received  and  publicly  opened  and  read ;  and  the  contract  shalL 
within  fourteen  days  thereafter,  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
except  that  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  is  reserved  to  and  may  be 
exercised  by  the  person  or  persons  acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  in  such 
matters;  subject  to  the  execution  by  him  of  a  proper  contract  or  agreement 
and  the  furnishing  by  him,  within  a  reasonable  time,  of  a  bond  to  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  which  bond  shall  be  in  the  amount  equal  to  at  least  fifty  per 
•centum  of  the  amount  of  such  contract  or  agreement,  with  satisfactory 
security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract  or  agree- 
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ment;  any  person  or  persons  authorizing,  consenting  to,  making  or  procuring 
to  be  made,  any  contract  or  agreement  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
hereof,  or  making  or  procuring  to  be  made  payment  of  State  funds  for  or  on 
account  of  any  contract  or  agreement  made  or  entered  into  in  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  6,  1915. 


CHAPTER  262,  P.  L.  1915. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act 
regulating  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  State  moneys  in  certain 
cases,'  approved  October  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seven,"  approved  March  thirtieth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ten. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Any  board  or  institution  of  the  State,  receiving  from  the  State  for  its 
maintenance  an  annual  appropriation  of  State  funds,  may,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  such  current  expenses  of  maintenance  requiring  a  prompt  cash  outlay, 
establish  a  petty  cash  expense  fund. 

2.  The  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  State  Comptroller,  may, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  such  board  or  institution  or 
the  person  or  official  acting  as  such,  from  the  annual  appropriation  of  State 
funds  for  its  maintenance,  an  amount  necessary  therefor  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars  (in  any  fiscal  year)  upon  the  application  in  writing  by  the 
management  of  such  board  or  institution. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  such  board  or  institution,  or  the  official  acting  as  such, 
shall  include  in  the  monthly  schedule  of  expenses  as  provided  by  section  five 
(5)  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement,  a  detailed  monthly  account 
of  the  disbursement  of  said  fynd  accompanied  by  appropriate  vouchers  there- 
for approved  by  the  management  of  such  board  or  institution,  and  shall  devote 
the  sum  thereof  when  received  from  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  reimbursement 
of  said  fund. 

4.  Any  question  arising  in  respect  hereof  with  reference  to  the  amount  to 
be  allowed  each  institution  or  board,  the  expenditure  thereof,  the  accounting 
therefor,  and  the  repayment  thereof  to  the  State  Treasurer,  shall  be  finally 
determined  by  the  ruling  of  the  State  Comptroller. 

5.  All  acts  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  8,  191 5. 
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CHAPTER  68,  P.  L.  1916. 

An  Act  concerning  the  purchase  of  all  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  sup- 
plies, printing  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  State  and  the  State  institu- 
tions, boards,  commissions  and  officers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  duty  and  the  authority  for  the  purchase  of  any  and  all  furniture, 
equipment,  materials,  supplies,  printing  and  stationery,  of  whatever  kind  or 
description,  used  or  needed  for  use  by  any  and  all  officers,  boards,  commis- 
sions or  subdivisions  of  any  kind,  of  the  State  government  or  by  any  State 
institution,  board  or  commission  or  agency  of  the  State,  maintained  in  whole 
or  in  part  thereby,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  a  using  agency,  is  hereby  exclu- 
sively vested  in  the  Governor,  the  State  Treasurer  and  the  State  Comptroller, 
ex-officio,  constituting  the  State  House  Commission.  Nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  apply  to  any  district  board  of  education  or  its  officers. 

2.  No  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  supplies,  printing  or  stationery,  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  costs  whereof  is  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
shall  be  contracted  for  or  purchased,  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Any  contract  or  agreement  for  purchase  made  otherwise  than  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  void  and  no  money  shall  be 
paid  from  the  State  treasury  on  account  thereof. 

3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  the  erection  or  construction  of 
any  building  or  addition  thereto  or  alteration  or  repair  thereof  as  distinguished 
from  the  furnishing  or  equipment  or  maintenance  thereof,  nor  to  the  construc- 
tion or  repair  of  any  road  or  bridge,  nor  to  the  performance  of  any  like  work. 

4.  There  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  State  Purchasing  Agent,  the  incum- 
bent of  which  office,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  have  had  practical  experience  in  a 
regularly  organized  purchasing  department,  either  municipal,  State,  federal 
or  private  business  corporation.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  five 
years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  He  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars.  He  shall  give  bond  to  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  bond  shall  be  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  conditioned  also  that  he 
shall  not  be  interested  or  concerned,  directly  or  indirectly,  financially  or  other- 
wise, with  any  person,  partnership,  firm  or  corporation  with  whom  or  which 
any  purchase  or  contract  for  purchase  shall  be  made  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties.  He  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Governor  for  cause 
affecting  the  performance  of  his  duties,  but  neither  expiration  of  term  of  office 
nor  removal  therefrom  shall  operate  as  a  discharge  of  said  bond,  until  the 
lawful  period  thereof,  to  wit,  sixteen  years,  has  passed.  The  premiums  upon 
such  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  State,  upon  the  certification  of  the  State 
House  Commission 

5.  The  State  Purchasing  Agent,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
State  House  Commission  and  as  its  agent,  shall  carry  into  effect  and  execute 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  Pie  shall  appoint  such  assistants,  clerks  and  sten- 
ographers as  may  be  necessary  in  the  discretion  of  the  State  House  Commis- 
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sion,  who  shall  determine  their  compensation.     He  shall  act,  and  execute  all 
contracts,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

6.  The  State  House  Commission  shall  have  power  if  and  as  necessary  in 
their  discretion,  to  maintain  warehouses,  to  rent  or  lease  or  construct  the 
same  or  rent  or  lease  warehouse  or  storage  accommodations ;  to  arrange  with 
contractors  for  whole  or  partial  deliveries  to  such  warehouses  and  to  make 
deliveries  therefrom  or  to  arrange  with  contractors  for  deliveries  directly  to 
using  agencies,  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient. 

7.  The  State  House  Commission  shall  have  power  to  combine  all  or  so 
many  of  the  existing  State  laboratories  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  advis- 
able into  one  or  more  State  Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratories  for  the 
execution  of  such  functions  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  required  thereof,  as 
well  as  those  functions  in  and  by  this  act  contemplated  to  be  performed,  and 
to  maintain  the  same  as  State  Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratories ;  to  pro- 
vide such  accommodations  and  working  force  therein  by  transfer  and  appoint- 
ment as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary,  and  to  fix  the  compensat'on 
therefor,  as  and  when  appropriations  may  become  available  for  that  purpose. 

8.  The  State  House  Commission  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  deter- 
mine standards  of  quality  by  physical  or  chemical  formulae  or  otherwise,  and 
to  change  the  same  from  time  to  time  and  to  determine  the  relation  thereto 
of  articles  ottered  or  furnished;  to  use  for  such  purposes  the  existing  labora- 
tories maintained  by  the  State  or  as  combined  into  State  Physical  and 
Chemical  Laboratories ;  to  establish  a  list  of  other  public  or  private  labora- 
tories whose  tests  and  analyses  will  be  accepted,  and  to  fix  the  fees  required 
to  be  paid  for  tests  or  analyses  made  in  any  State  laboratory.  The  fees  re- 
quired by  any  State  or  other  laboratory  for  any  analysis  or  test  made  by  any 
prospective  contractor,  prior  to  the  award  of  a  contract,  shall  be  paid  by  such 
prospective  contractor.  Inspection  analyses  or  tests  shall  be  at  the  expense 
of  the  State. 

9.  In  the  purchase  of  materials  and  supplies,  the  laboratory  test  of  quality 
with  reference  to  the  standard  to  be  established  for  the  State,  shall  be  pre- 
ferred to  trade  names  or  words  of  description,  and  so  far  as  is  practicable  such 
laboratory  standards  shall  be  established  and  purchases  made  with  reference 
thereto. 

10.  So  far  as  practicable,  all  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  printing,  sta- 
tionery and  supplies  shall  be  standardized,  and  no  variation  shall  be  allowed 
from  an  established  standard  without  the  written  approval  of  the  State  House 
Commission.  Such  standards  shall  be  determined  upon  the  needs  of  all  using 
agencies,  so  far  as  their  needs  are  in  common,  and  for  groups  of  using  agencies 
or  single  using  agencies  so  far  as  their  needs  differ.  Where  changes  or  altera- 
tion in  equipment  are  necessary  in  order  to  permit  the  application  of  any  stand- 
ard, such  changes  and  alterations  shall  be  made  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

1  r.  Each  using  agency  shall  designate  one  of  its  officers  or  one  member  of 
its  board  or  governing  body,  as  its  representative  upon  an  Advisory  Board  con- 
stituted of  such  representatives,  if  such  agency  shall  so  desire.  This  Advisory 
Board  shall  co-operate  with  the  State  House  Commission  in  the  determination 
of    standards,   making   exemptions,    quality   and   prices   of    supplies,    and   in    all 
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respects  advise  and  assist  the  State  House  Commission  in  the  performance  of 
its  duties  and  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  act.  The  Advisory 
Board  shall  meet  with  the  State  House  Commission  at  least  once  in  each  three 
months,  and  in  addition  at  such  other  times  as  the  State  House  Commission  shall 
direct.  The  needs  of  the  several  using  agencies  shall  be  determined  by  each  of 
them,  as  heretofore,  but  shall  be  supplied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and 
requirements  of  this  act. 

12.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  require  any  change  in  the  form  or  manner 
of  making  appropriations.  Each  using  agency  shall,  at  the  times  and  for  the 
periods  specified  by  the  State  House  Commission,  present  to  the  State  Pur- 
chasing Agent  detailed  applications  for  furniture,  equipment,  materials,  printing, 
stationery  and  supplies.  The  State  Purchasing  Agent  shall  prepare  schedules 
thereof,  and  then  submit  such  schedules  to  the  State  House  Commission  for 
their  consideration.  If  it  so  desires,  the  State  House  Commission  shall  call  for 
the  co-operation  of  the  Advisory  Board  with  reference  thereto  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  hear  any  using  agency  with  reference  to  its  part  therein,  and  then 
determine  upon,  change,  add  to  or  subtract  from  such  schedules,  and  upon  such 
schedules  shall  make  requisition  upon  the  State  Comptroller  for  the  amount  of 
money  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  defray  the  cost  thereof,  indicating  the  appro- 
priations against  which  the  proposed  purchases  will  be  charged.  Such  requisi- 
tion shall  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller  unless  it  shall  appear  that  the  free 
balance  of  any  appropriation  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  charge  proposed  against 
it.  And  in  that  event  the  requisition  shall  be  rejected  as  to  such  charges  only, 
and  approved  as  to  all  others.  The  Purchasing  Agent  shall  then  arrange  such 
schedules  or  parts  thereof  as  are  included  in  or  covered  by  the  approved  requisi- 
tion, for  advertisement  and  contract  in  the  manner  best  calculated  to  attract  com- 
petition and  advantageous  prices,  as  well  as  prescribe  conditions  for  delivery  and 
the  like  details.  The  Purchasing  Agent  shall  make  all  purchases  upon  such 
schedules  and  requisitions.  The  bills  for  such  purchases  shall  be  apportioned 
by  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  among  the  requisitioning  agencies  in  proportion 
to  the  purchases  made  therefor,  and  certify  the  same  so  apportioned  to  the  State 
Comptroller,  to  be  charged  against  the  appropriation  or  appropriations  indicated 
by  the  certificate  of  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  and  the  accompanying  requi- 
sitions. The  bills  therefor  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  Comp- 
troller's warrant. 

13.  The  State  House  Commission  shall  have  power,  by  written  order,  to  per- 
mit purchases  to  be  made  by  any  using  agency  directly,  and  not  through  the 
State  Purchasing  Agent,  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  State 
House  Commission  that  by  reason  of  the  excess  of  transportation  cost,  a  lower 
price  with  equal  quality  can  be  obtained  by  the  using  agency,  or  as  in  the  case  of 
fresh  vegetables,  fish,  eggs,  milk  and  the  like  perishable  articles,  where  the 
using  agencies  are  widely  scattered  and  there  are  nearby  local  markets,  or  for 
any  reason,  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  House  Commission  warranting  such 
exception.  Such  using  agencies  receiving  such  permission  shall  report  in  writ- 
ing to  the  State  House  Commission  their  acts  and  expenditures  under  such 
orders. 
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14.  The  State  House  Commission  shall  have  power  to  make  all  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  or  proper  to  the  execution  of  the  object  of  this  act  and  the 
performance  of  its  duties  and  the  duties  of  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  It  shall  make  an  annual  detailed  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  its  operations  under  this  act. 

15.  The  State  House  Commission  and  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  under  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  all 
the  laws  of  this  State  applicable  to  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys  not  incon- 
sistent herewith. 

16.  The  State  Purchasing  Agent  shall  be  appointed  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
this  act  becomes  a  law,  with  such  assistants,  inspectors,  clerks  and  stenographers 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  he,  together  with  the  State  House  Commission,  shall 
immediately  enter  on  the  performance  of  their  duties,  looking  to  the  collection  of 
the  necessary  information,  preparation  of  the  necessary  standards,  schedules  and 
the  like  details,  necessary  to  the  operation  of  this  act,  but  this  act  shall  not  other- 
wise become  effective  until  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  sixteen.  This  act  shall  then  become  effective  throughout ;  all  contracts  for 
furniture,  equipment,  materials,  printing,  stationery  and  supplies  then  outstand- 
ing and  unfilled  shall  pass  to  and  be  completed  by  the  State  House  Commission, 
but  no  new  contracts  or  purchases  shall  be  made  except  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  Provided,  however,  that  with  reference  to  any  using 
agency,  standards  for  which  cannot  be  completed  within  the  time  specified,  the 
State  House  Commission  may  establish  temporary  provisions  and  regulations  or 
exemption  until  the  standardization  therefor  is  complete. 

17.  The  proceedings  of  the  State  House  Commission  under  this  act  shall  be 
open  to  the  citizens  of  the  State ;  their  minutes  and  records,  and  the  records, 
contracts,  orders  and  schedules  of  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  shall  be  public 
records,  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  or  interested  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, at  all  reasonable  hours. 

18.  Agreements  for  purchases  may  be  made  in  the  form  of  contracts  for  the 
furnishing  of  specific  articles  at  fixed  prices,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  articles 
according  to  the  specifications  at  a  fixed  rate  with  provision  for  a  minimum 
amount  subject  to  increase  at  the  same  rate,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  articles 
according  to  specifications  without  a  stated  minimum  or  maximum  at  a  rate 
stated,  commonly  known  as  the  "price  agreement." 

19.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  any 
provision  of  any  law  of  this  State  relating  to  the  purchase  or  use  of  the  products 
of  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of  any  charitable,  reformatory  or  penal  institution  of 
this  State. 

20.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

THE  ITEMS  IN  THIS  REPORT  WERE  ADOPTED  AS 
STANDARDS. 

The  following  Report  of  Committee  on  Drug  Specifications  was  read  and 
approved  and  the  items  therein  specified  adopted  as  standards : 

The  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  standardize  drugs,  medical  and  surgical 
supplies,  laboratory  and  scientic  equipment,  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
Advisory  Board  to  the  fact  that  the  present  market  conditions  are  such  that  in 
many  instances  it  is  impossible  to  purchase  drugs,  chemicals  and  scientific  ap- 
paratus, which  results  in  the  necessity  of  prescribing  substitutes. 

If  proposals  must  be  invited  on  this  class  of  goods  we  would  recommend  that 
the  items  be  listed  for  advertisement  as  they  appear  on  the  respective  schedules  on 
which  notes  shall  be  made,  indicating  the  catalogue  from  which  numbers  have 
been  taken. 

All  drugs  and  chemicals  must  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  formulas  pre- 
scribed in  the  latest  editions  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  Dispensa- 
tories. This  same  specification  shall  apply  to  all  drugs  entering  into  special 
formulas.  The  following  specifications  are  submitted,  with  the  recommendation 
that  they  be  adopted  as  standards. 
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No.  Article. 

1  (N.  Y.)  Plain  Absorbent  gauze  shall  be  made  of  clean,  white  cotton  of 

soft  finish,  fully  bleached  and  absorbent. 

The  width  shall  be  fully  thirty-six  (36)  inches  in  the  finished 
state. 

The  weight  shall  not  be  less  than  seventeen  and  one-half  (17%) 
linear  yards  to  the  pound. 

There  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-four  (24)  threads  to  the 
inch  in  the  warp  and  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  threads  to  the 
inch  in  the  filling. 

Upon  a  hot  extraction  with  distilled  water  it  shall  not  yield 
more  than  two-tenths  (0.2)  per  cent,  of  extractive  matter,  and 
the  water  from  such  extraction  shall  show  no  reaction  for  starch, 
soap,  dextrin,  glue  or  other  make-weight. 

All  chemical  tests  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Board 
of  Estimate's  Standard  Methods  of  Tests  on  file  in  the  Standard 
Testing  Laboratory. 

It  shall  be  delivered  in  bales,  cases  or  aseptic  rolls  as  called 
for  in  the  schedules. 

Bales  or  cases  shall  contain  eight  packages  of  three  bolts  each, 
each  bolt  to  contain  one  hundred  yards  in  not  more  than  two 
pieces  laid  in  one-yard  layers.  Bales  shall  be  protected  on  two 
sides  by  wood. 

Aseptic  rolls  shall  contain  either  five  continuous  yards  in 
four-inch  folds,  or  twenty  continuous  yards  in  nine-inch  folds,  as 
called  for  in  the  schedules.  Each  roll  shall  be  separately  packed 
in  a  carton. 

Payment  shall  be  made  for  the  number  of  yards  accepted,  as 
follows :

All  chemical  and  physical  tests  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  Board  of  Estimate's  Standard  Methods  of  Tests  on  file 
in  the  Standard  Testing  Laboratory. 

It  shall  be  delivered  in  rolls  of  five  or  ten  continuous  yards  as 
called  for  in  the  schedules.  It  shall  be  smoothly  and  tightly 
rolled  (Bellevue  roll),  wrapped  in  paper  and  packed  tight  in 
wooden  cases  containing  one  hundred  rolls. 
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Payment  shall  be  made  for  the  number  of  yards  accepted  at 
the  price  bid  per  yard  for  each  size  roll. 

(N.  Y.)  Iodoform  gauze  shall  be  made  of  clean,  white  cotton  of  soft

All  pipe  two  (2)  inches  and  larger  in  diameter  shall  be  lap-welded,  and  pipe  smaller 
than  two  (2)  inches  in  diameter  shall  be  either  lap-welded  or  butt- welded,  unless  lap- 
welded  pipe  is  called  for  in  the  schedules. 

All  pipe  shall  have  a  smooth  surface,  free  from  injurious  rust,  mill  scale,  sand 
marks,  cracks,  laminations,  blisters,  beads  or  imperfect  welds,  or  any  other  defect  which 
would  affect  its  strength  or  cause  corrosion.  It  shall  be  free  from  bends,  kinks,  buckles 
and  evidences  of  injury  in  manipulation  or  unequal  contraction  in  cooling.  Ordinary 
liquor  marks,  incident  to  manufacturing  of  welded  material,  shall  not  be  cause  for 
rejection. 

The  pipe  shall  conform  to  the  following  requirements  as  to  physical  properties  and 
tests: 

All  pipe  shall  be  tested  at  the  mill  to  a  minimum  internal  hydrostatic  pressure  of 
six  hundred  (600)  pounds  per  square  inch  for  standard  pipe  and  one  thousand  (1,000) 
pounds  per  square  inch  for  extra  strong  pipe.  Any  pipe  which  shows  an  indication  of 
being  defective  after  subjection  to  the  above  tests  shall  be  rejected. 

A  test  specimen  as  described  herein,  when  heated  to  a  bright  cherry  red,  shall  bend 
through  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  degrees  flat  on  itself  without  fracture  on  the  outside 
of  the  bent  portion. 

A  test  specimen,  when  nicked  on  one  side  with  a  tool  having  a  sixty  (60)  degree 
cutting  edge,  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  eight  (8)  per  cent,  nor  more  than  sixteen  (16) 
per  cent,  of  the  thickness  of  the  specimen,  and  broken,  shall  show  a  fracture  at  least 
ninety  (90)  per  cent,  fibrous. 

Bending  tests  may  be  made  by  pressure  or  by  repeated  light  blows  of  a  hammer. 

In  lieu  of  the  nicking  and  bending  test,  a  short  section  of  pipe  may  be  broken  in 
like  manner  to  completely  expose  the  fibre. 

In  case  of  dispute  the  cross  section  of  a  test  specimen  may  be  ground,  polished  and 
etched  to  develop  the  structure.     This  test  shall  show  the  pipe  to  be  free  from  steel. 

The  above  tests  may  be  omitted  on  orders  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  pounds  or  less 
or  when  the  pipe  is  to  be  used  for  racks  or  railings. 

All  physical  tests  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Board  of  Estimate's  Stand- 
ard Methods  of  Tests  on  file  in  the  Standard  Testing  Laboratory. 

Bending  test  specimens  shall  be  cut  longitudinally  from  the  end  of  a  pipe  selected 
at  random  from  the  particular  lot  it  represents,  flattened  hot,  and  machined  to  one  (1) 
inch  in  width  with  corners  rounded  to  a  radius  not  over  one-sixteenth  (Mc)  inch. 

At  least  one  test  sample  shall  be  taken  to  represent  each  five  hundred  (500)  linear 
feet  or  less  of  pipe  four  (4)  inches  or  larger  in  diameter,  and  one  thousand  (1,000) 
linear  feet  or  less,  or  five  thousand  (5,000)  pounds  or  less,  of  pipe  smaller  than  four 
inches  in  diameter. 
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All  pipes  shall  have  the  ends  smoothly  and  squarely  cut,  and  all  burrs  removed  by 
reaming  or  otherwise.  Unless  drive  pipe  is  called  for,  both  ends  of  each  length  of 
standard  pipe  shall  be  threaded  to  fit  pipe  couplings  with  standard  taper  threads,  unless 
otherwise  called  for  in  the  schedules. 

Whin  drive  pipe  is  called  for  in  the  schedules  the  ends  shall  be  threaded  to  such  a 
length  that  they  will  butt  within  the  couplings. 

All  threads  shall  be  full  and  cleanly  cut.  The  axis  of  the  thread  shall  correspond 
with  the  axis  of  the  pipe  and  no  appreciable  shoulder  shall  be  left  .after  threading. 
Extra  strong  pipe  shall  be  furnished  with  plain  ends  unless  threaded  ends  are  called 
for  in  the  schedules. 

When  galvanized  standard  or  extra  strong  pipe  is  called  for  in  the  schedules,  it 
shall  be  furnished  "galvanized"  by  the  hot  process  only  both  on  the  inside  and  outside. 
The  zinc  coating  shall  average  at  least  two  (2)  ounces  per  square  foot  and  shall  be 
smooth,  continuous  and  entirely  free,  both  inside  and  outside,  of  pinholes,  bare  spots  or 
blisters.  All  couplings  furnished  with  galvanized  pipe  shall  be  galvanized  in  the  same 
manner.

It  shall  be  free  from 
bends,  kinks,  buckles  and  evidences  of  injury  in  manipulation  or  unequal  contraction  in 
cooling.  Ordinary  liquor  marks,  incident  to  manufacturing  of  welded  material,  shall 
not  be  cause  for  rejection. 

The  pipe  shall  conform  to  the  following  requirements  as  to  physical  properties  and 
tests:

Pipe  smaller  than  one  (1)  inch  diameter  shall  be  tested  whole  by  plugging  both 
ends  of  an  eighteen  (18)  inch  test  length  with  plugs  three  (3)  inches  long  and  sub- 
mitting to  tensile  test.

When  drive  pipe  is  called  for  in  the  schedules,  the  ends  shall  be  threaded  to  such 
a  length  that  they  will  butt  within  the  couplings. 

All  threads  shall  be  full  and  cleanly  cut.  The  axis  of  the  thread  shall  correspond 
with  the  axis  of  the  pipe  and  no  appreciable  shoulder  shall  be  left  after  threading. 
Extra  strong  pipe  shall  be  furnished  threaded,  unless  pipes  with  plain  ends  are  called 
for  in  the  schedules. 

When  galvanized  standard  or  extra  strong  pipe  is  called  for  in  the  schedules,  it  shall 
be  furnished  galvanized  by  the  hot  process  only  both  on  the  inside  and  outside.  The 
zinc  coating  shall  average  at  least  two  (2)  ounces  per  square  foot,  and  shall  be  smooth, 
continuous  and  entirely  free  both  inside  and  outside  of  pin  holes,  bare  shots  or  blisters. 
All  couplings  or  plugs  furnished  with  galvanized  pipe  shall  be  galvanized  in  the  same 
manner.

A  tolerance  shall  be  permitted  above  and  below  the  listed  weight  of  five  (5)  per 
cent,  for  black,  and  three  (3)  per  cent,  below  and  eight  (8)  per  cent,  above  for  galvan- 
ized pipe.

The  pipes  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  either  at  the 
point  of  manufacture  or  upon  delivery,  as  called  for  in  the  schedules. 

When  inspection  is  made  at  the  point  of  manufacture,  the  inspector  shall  have 
free  entry  at  all  times  to  all  parts  of  the  mill  in  which  the  pipes  are  being  made.  The 
manufacturer  shall  afford  the  inspector,  free  of  cost,  all  reasonable  facilities  to  satisfy 
him  that  the  pipes  are  being  furnished  in  accordance  with  this  specification.  All  inspec- 
tions and  tests  shall  be  conducted  so  as  not  to  interfere  unnecesarily  with  the  operation 
of  the  mill.  The  manufacturer  shall  furnish  all  materials  and  apparatus  required  in 
making  such  tests,  and  shall  notify  the  state  of  New  Jersey  before  beginning  manufac- 
ture so  that  provision  may  be  made  for  inspection. 

When  the  pipes  are  not  inspected  at  the  point  of  manufacture,  the  vendor  shall 
furnish  certificates  in  duplicate,  executed  by  the  manufacturer,  showing  that  the  pipes 
have  met  the  requirements  of  the  specification  and  have  passed  the  necessary  tests.

Each  length  of  pipe  shall  be  permanently  marked  so  as  to  show  the  mill  at  which 
it  was  fabricated.  Pipes  smaller  than  two  (2)  inches  in  diameter  may  be  shipped  in 
bundles  with  the  above  statement  marked  on  tags  and  tied  to  each  bundle. 

All  pipes,  unless  otherwise  called  for  in  the  schedules,  shall  be  delivered  in  com- 
mercial lengths  of  sixteen  to  twenty-two  feet.  Standard  pipe  shall  have  a  standard 
full  weight  coupling  secured  on  one  end  of  each  length,  and  on  pipes  four  inches  and 
larger  in  diameter,  the  other  end  shall  be  fitted  with  a  thread  protector. 

When  drive  pipe  is  called  for  in  the  schedules,  each  length  shall  be  fitted  with  a 
heavy  recessed  drive  pipe  coupling. 

When  specified  lengths  are  called  for,  a  maximum  variation  in  length  of  five  per 
cent,  shall  be  allowed,  unless  other  variation  is  stipulated. 

When  pipe  is  required  for  railing  purposes  where  a  continuous  smooth  jointing  is 
desirable,  solid  threaded  plugs  for  inside  joints  shall  be  furnshed  with  each  length  when 
called  for  in  the  schedules. 

Spliced  lengths  shall  not  be  accepted. 

Payment  shall  be  made  for  the  number  of  linear  feet  of  pipe  accepted,  at  the  price 
bid  per  linear  foot,  for  each  size  and  kind,  or  for  the  number  of  pounds  accepted,  at 
the  price  bid  per  pound.

Each  length  of  pipe  before  shipment  shall  be  subjected  internally  to  a  hydrostatic 
pressure  test  of  six  hundred  (600)  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  under  this  pressure 
there  shall  be  no  evidence  of  bulging,  cracking  or  other  defects. 

Test  strips  of  metal  cut  longitudinally  from  pipe  that  is  two  (2)  inches  or  greater 
in  size,  and  flattened  cold,  and  short  lengths  of  pipe  that  is  less  than  two  (2)  inches 
in  size  shall  show  a  tensile  strength  of  not  less  than  thirty-eight  thousand  (38,000) 
pounds  per  square  inch. 

The  end  of  each  test  pipe  shall  stand  being  flattened  by  hammering  until  the 
sides  are  brought  parallel,  with  a  curve  on  the  inside  at  the  ends  not  greater  in 
diameter  than  twice  the  thickness  of  the  metal  in  the  pipe,  without  showing  cracks 
or  flaws.  A  test  pipe  three  (3)  inches  in  length,  when  split,  shall  stand  opening  out 
flat  without  showing  cracks  or  flaws. 

Each  test  pipe  shall  stand  threading  in  a  satisfactory  manner  with  the  standard 
thread. 

The  chemical  analysis  may  be  omitted  on  orders  of  five  hundred  (500)  pounds  or 
less  and  the  physical  tests  on  orders  of  two  hundred  (200)  pounds  or  less. 

All  chemical  and  physical  tests  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate's Standard  Methods  of  Tests  on  file  in  the  Standard  Testing  Laboratory. 

Brass  pipe,  iron  pipe  size,  shall  be  of  the  size  as  called  for  in  the  schedules  in 
accordance  with  the  following  table:

Report  of  Committee  to  Standardize  Electrical  Supplies. 

MR.  McCORMACK:  The  Committee  on  Standardizing  Electrical  Supplies 
report  that  where  there  has  been  more  than  one  catalogue  number  used — 
for  instance,  different  institutions  have  used  different  catalogue  numbers 
describing  the  materials  they  need — we  have  decided  to  use  one  catalogue 
number — the  numbers  of  one  catalogue  on  each  list  to  be  the  Manhattan 
Electrical  Supply  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  Purchasing  Agent 
just  what  material  is  intended  and  will  be  wanted.  That  does  not  mean  that 
that  particular  material  must  be  ordered,  but  it  describes  the  kind  of  material 
that  is  needed  for  each  institution,  and  where  there  are  two  or  three  different 
kinds  of  soldering  paste  used,  for  instance,  or  soldering  wire,  we  have  tried 
to  eliminate  all  but  one,  and  use  one  particular  kind  of  soldering  paste  and 
one  kind  of  soldering  wire,  and  that  same  rule  applies  to  many  other  things 
that  we  could  make  uniform. 

THE  CHAIRMAN :  Whose  schedule  will  be  the  guide  for  the  tabulation 
of  these  items? 

MR.  McCORMACK:  I  might  suggest  that  there  are  many  more  items 
on  the  Trenton  Hospital  and  Morris  Plains  than  there  are  on  the  State 
Prison.  It  happens  that  we  did  not  need  as  many  articles  as  other  institu- 
tions, therefore  their  lists  will  be  very  much  larger,  so  one  of  these  might 
be  taken  as  the  schedule  to  be  used.  If  special  apparatus  or  special  ma- 
terials are  needed,  they  will  have  to  come  out  of  specifications  as  presented 
by  the  using  agency,  described  without  a  catalogue  number,  or  furnished 
according  to  sample.

Hoof  Brushes:     Solid  hardwood  back,  9^"  long,  2Y2"  wide,  side  of  back  grooved  for 
hand  hold. 

Materials,  best  quality  of  vegetable  fibre,  1%"  out,  38  holes  on  outside  well  fastened 
and  well  filled  and  fastened  in  center,  making  a  good  substantial  brush. 

Goods  delivered  must  equal  samples  furnished  by  State  Purchasing  Agent. 
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HAIR  BRUSHES:   Back  of  solid  hardwood. 

Hand-drawn  pure  bristle,  11  rows. 

Length  over  all  on  back  dVz". 

Brush  part  on  face  5%"  x  3". 

Bristles  %"  out. 

Goods  delivered  must  equal  samples  furnished  by  State  Purchasing  Agent. 

Blankets. 

Dr.  Hallowell  reported  on  blankets  and  submitted  the  following  specifica- 
tion which  was  adopted : 

Blankets,  white,  color  of  border  as  specified,  60  x  82  inches,  weight  4  lbs.,  white 
wool  filling  and  cotton  warp.    "Physician's  Favorite." 

Brooms. 

Mr.  Atchley  reported  on  brooms,  and  submitted  the  following  specifica- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 

No.  6  Parlor  Broom,  first  grade,  24  lbs.  to  the  dozen.  Five  sewed.  Length  of 
brush  about  14^  inches  from  neck  to  the  end  of  the  broom.  Length  of  handle  about 
38  inches  from  the  neck  of  the  broom.  Finish  of  broom,  wire  spiral  finish.  Galvanized 
steel  wire.     Hardwood  handle  of  regular  size  for  No.  6  Broom. 

Mr.  Chandler  to  furnish  specification  for  No.  7  broom. 

Dr.  Moore  to  furnish  specification  for  rattan  filled  broom. 

Coffee. 

MR.  ATCHLEY:  The  report  of  the  Coffee  Committee  is  this:  That  we 
buy  Rio,  Santos  and  Maracaibo,  either  roasted  or  green,  blended  or  unblended, 
as  specified  on  the  individual  schedules;  that  we  buy  chicory,  either  im- 
ported or  American,  the  blend  or  mixture  to  be  prescribed  or  made  by  the 
various  using  agencies. 

Upon  regular  motion,  seconded,  this  was  adopted  as  the  coffee  standard. 

MR.  SHURTS:  Upon  the  direction  of  the  motion  adopted  on  August  21st 
which  authorized  me  to  submit  my  specification  for  coffee  used  at  the  State 
Prison.  I  submit  the  following,  and  ask  that  it  be  added  to  the  list  of 
standards : 

"30%  Rio,  35%  chickery,  35%  cereal." 

Whereupon  the  above  was  duly  adopted  as  an  additional  specification  on 
coffee. 

Other  Items  Added  to  List  of  Standards: 

The  following  items,  upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed,  were 
added  to  the  list  of  standards : 

Schumacher's  Dairy  Feed:  Protein  not  less  than  10%,  fat  not  less  than  3%%,  fibre 
not  more  than  10%. 

Hominy,  protein  not  less  than  3%%,  fat  not  less  than  S%%,  fibre  not  more 
than  3%%. 

Milk  cans.  Milk  cans  to  be  made  of  highest  grade  sheet  steel  plate,  rivet  holes 
pounded,  tinned  and  retinned.  Entire  can  to  be  tinned  both  inside  and  out.  To  have 
all  seams  floated  flush  with  high  grade  solder,  handles  securely  held  by  rivets,  rivets 
securely  soldered,  the  bottom  hoops  reinforced  and  cans  to  be  made  of  heavy  weight 
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material  securely  riveted,  material  not  less  than  20  gauge.    To  be  fitted  with  umbrella 
top  lid,  flanges  on  the  lid  neat  fitting  to  prevent  slop.     In  sizes  to  be  specified. 

Jams:  Blackberries,  Raspberry,  Gooseberries,  Plum,  Grape. 

Jelly:   Plum,  Currant. 

Canned  fruits  and  vegetables:    Blackberries,  Pears   (Bartlett),  Pineapples,  Plums 
(Green  Gage),  Peaches,  L.   C.  sliced,  Asparagus    (whole),   Peas    (sifted  early   June), 
Apricots,  Corn,  Apples,  Beans  (cut  wax),  Beets  (small,)  Raspberries,  Tomatoes,  Lima 
Beans  (green),  cherries  (Royal  Ann),  Rhubarb,  Huckleberries,  Strawberries. 
Extracts:    Lemon,  Vanilla,  Almond  .(Mr.  Henry  to  furnish  spec). 

Administration  Expenses,  Office  Supplies,  Etc. 

DR.  MOORE :  I  move  that  the  Advisor)'  Board  take  no  action  on  stand- 
ardizing administration  expenses,  office  supplies,  etc.,  understanding  that 
the  Purchasing  Agent  has  the  matter  in  hand  to  take  up  with  the  Prison 
Labor  Commission. 

DR.  CHAPIN :  I  second  that  motion. 

Whereupon  the  motion  was  duly  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed. 

Text  Books,  School  Supplies,  Etc. 

DR.  CHAPIN :  The  Educational  Committee  reports  that  it  finds  it  im- 
possible to  standardize  text  books  and  school  supplies,  and  I  move  that 
this  be  the  sense  of  this  Board. 

MR.  NEARY:  I  second  that  motion. 

Whereupon  the  motion  was  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed. 

Fertilizer,  Vines,  Hay  and  Grain,  Trees  and  Shrubbery. 

MR.  ATCHLEY:  I  move  that  the  specifications  submitted  by  Professor 
Lipman  be  adopted. 

MR.  BODINE:  Second  the  motion. 

Whereupon  the  motion  was  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed. 

Heat,  Light  and  Power. 

MR.  NEARY:  I  move  that  anthracite  and  bituminous  coal  be  referred 
to  the  Purchasing  Agent. 

MR.  BODINE :  Second  the  motion. 

Whereupon  the  motion  was  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed. 
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RECESS. 

Mr.  Nevin  addressed  the  Board  on  the  matter  of  securing  samples  for 
the  various  items  referred  to  the  Purchasing  Agent,  and  also  on  the  subject 
of  materials,  supplies,  etc.,  under  the  Budgeting  Act. 

MR.  ATCHLEY:  I  move  that  the  Purchasing  Agent  be  requested  to  make 
arrangements  with  the  express  companies  for  the  delivery  of  goods  in  the 
cities  in  which  the  institutions  are  located. 

MR.  NEARY:  Second  the  motion. 

Whereupon  the  motion  was  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed. 

MR.  ATCHLEY:  I  move  that  the  items  on  the  various  schedules,  for 
which  standards  have  not  been  adopted,  be  listed  for  advertising  and  that 
reference  be  made  to  the  sample  if  there  be  one. 

MR.  NEARY:  Second  the  motion. 

Whereupon  the  motion  was  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed. 

Samples:  After  discussion,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Chairman 
appoint  a  committee  to  standardize  the  samples  to  be  secured  by  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent.  This  motion  was  placed  before  the  Board  and  passed,  and 
the  Chairman  appointed  Dr.  Hallowell,  Mr.  Bodine,  Mr.  Drever,  Mr.  Atchley, 
Mr.  Neary  and  Mr.  Shurts.  This  committee  withdrew  and  elected  Mr. 
Atchley  chairman  and  Mr.  Neary  secretary.

The  Advisory  Board  met  at  ten  o'clock  with  Dr.  Weeks  in  the  Chair,  in 
response  to  a  call  issued  by  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  Mr.  E.  E.  Grosscup. 
Mr.  Nevin,  representing  Mr.  Grosscup,  who  had  been  called  away,  explained 
that  the  standards  which  had  been  adopted  at  the  preceding  meetings  of  the 
Advisory  Board  had  been  analyzed  and  comparee  with  the  applications  of 
the  divisions  of  the  government ;  that  there  were  certain  differences  between 
the  applications  and  the  standards  adopted ;  that  some  of  the  standards  did 
not  seem  to  be  specific  enough,  and  a  list  of  them  had  been  tabulated  under 
each  division  of  the  applications  and  were  referred  back  to  the  Board  for 
adjustment.  The  Chair  then  proceeded  to  take  up  each  of  the  articles  from 
lists  supplied  him  by  the  Purchasing  Department. 

The  order  and  action  of  the  meeting  was  as  follows :

Allspice — (Discussion.)  Motion  adopted  that  the  U.  S.  Government  specifications  on  all 
kinds  of  spices  be  adopted,  as  listed  in  Class  10,  Item  1000.

Motion  adopted  that  the  unit  on  which  bread  is  to  be  pur- 
chased shall  be  by  the  pound. 

Butterine  and  Butter  Substitutes — (Discussion.)  Motion  adopted  that  bids  be  received 
on  butterine,  oleomargerine  or  other  butter  substitutes  on  the  first  quality,  the 
bidders  to  be  required  to  submit  samples  bearing  the  brand  or  trade  name, 
and  that  each  container,  as  delivered,  be  stamped  with  the  brand.
